w hich was passed in C om m ittee of the 
W hole yesterday. 
T here has been 
no 
doubt ot its passage by a m ajority possibly 
not less than five nor m ore than fifteen. 
R andall will not be able to be present, and 
his aD sence m ay inlluence the votes of a 
few tim id Dem ocrats w ho are opposed to 
the bill, but who lu c k the nerve to vote 
according to their convictions. 
T he M ills bill has been under discussion 
for the past four m onths. 
The circum ­ 
stances under w hich it was prepared are 
fam iliar to all. 
H earings were refused all 
persons, and the m inority of the com m ittee 
was excluded from participation in the 
form ation of the bill. 
T he bill has been 
changed from its original form in m any 
particulars. 
To have passed it in the shape 
in which it was reported from the com m it­ 
tee would have bren an im possibility. 
Cer­ 
tain D em ocratic m em bers served notice on 
M ills th at they would oppose the bill if he 
did not m ake concessions dem anded by 
their constituents. 
A caucus was held, 
and such am endm ents were accepted as 
were necessary to secure a m ajority vote. 
L ater in the session other changes were 
m ade in th e bill, m ainly by cutting out 
certain item s that were originally in the 
freelist. 
T here are 101 item s in this free 
list. 
Since the bill was reported there have 
been struck from the freelist flax (hackled), 
know n as dressed, lint, glue, gelatine, fisli 
glue or isinglass, licorice juice, bone-black, 
ivory, drop black a n a bone-char (all pre­ 
parations know n as essential or expressed 
oils and com binations thereof),C hina clay or 
kaolin, pulp for paper-m akers, hatters' furs, 
linseed or flaxseed oil, m arble In blocks 
(rough or squared), plaster of paris w hen 
ground o r calcined, and paintings and 
stationer}'. 
T here have been added to the free list 
bags of jute for rain, nitrate of soda, alzar- 
ine, natural or artificial olive oil, salad oil, 
cotton seed oil, w hale oil, seal oil and 
neatsfoot oil, glass plates or discs w rought 
for use in the m anufacture of optical instru­ 
m ents and spectacles, and eye-glasses and 
Germ an looking-glass plates.

CORNERING THE DEMOCRATS. 
Republican leaders say th at they will not 
offer a substitute unless the party is practi­ 
cally united, and that it would he useless 
for them to introduce any m easure and not 
have the full strength of tlie party to vote 
for it. 
If they can com m and the full party 
vote, they claim th at it will put the Dem o­ 
crats in the alternative of either accepting 
ttie proposition or else show ing that they 
are not so de-irous of reducing the surplus 
as of reconstructing the entire tariff sys­ 
tem .

stance, early in A pril, when one of the 
ow ne;s of the captured Canadian sealers 
com plained to the D om inion G overnm ent 
that he had d o protection, the D eputy M in­ 
ister of Fisheries and M arine said the m at­ 
ter had been subm itted to the B ritish M in­ 
istry, and negotiations were then going on. 
H e also said th a t the D om inion G overn­ 
m ent had earnestly and repeatedly repre­ 
sented to the B ritish G overnm ent 
the 
gravity of the w rong to which Canadian 
citizens had been subjected in the B ehring 
Sea, and had urgently pressed for a repara­ 
tion of such injuries. 
T his official added th at th e authority of the 
G overnm ent of Canada was lim ited to the 
protection of its territorial waters, and it 
had no power to send arm ed vesseh on the 
high seas to defend its subjects or th eir 
property. 
Im m ediately following this dis­ 
avowal of any intention on the part of 
Canada of adopting resistance as a m ode of 
settling the B ehringsea seal fishery trouble, 
the G overnm ent ordered the Caroline to 
proceed to V ictoria and act as told above. 


THE DOLPHIN TAKES A HAND. 
E arly in May the 
D olphin, the new 
U nited States dispatch boat, left San F ra n ­ 
cisco for A laska. 
It was given out at the 
tim e that she was carrying instructions to 
the A laskan authorities from W ashington, 
but later it becam e know n th at she had 
gone th ith er to see that the claim s of the 
United States to jurisdiction over those 
waters were not disregarded. 
Messages were flashed over the Canadian 
Pacific line to Ottaw a from Victoria, and 
the cables to E ngland were kept busy for 
neariy a week.

LETTER FROM YUCATAN, 


IN 
TERRITORY OF THE SAY AGE 
CHAN-SANTA CRUZANS.

V a l l a p o i . i l > , Yucatan, J u ly 9 , 1888. 
This rare old town, one celebrated in song 
and store, and the most Honrnfoing center 
of trade on the peninsula, now possesses 
only the melancholy interest ol “ some 
banquet liall deserted,'’ because of its 
almost complete destrnctiofi in the Indian 
revolution of forty years ago. 
It lies on 
the line of the raiiroad, ’100 miles south­ 
east from Merida. 
Here, half a century 
ago, the first cotton m ill in Yucatan was 
erected, and manufactories of various kinds 
flourished 
in the vicinage. 
Here the 
Ilishop made his residence, and some of 
the proudest Castilian families in New 
Spain, whose coats of arms may still he 
seen emblazoned upon the fronts e f crumb­ 
lin g casas. 
t he uprising referred to, o f the raza 
indígena, grew out of M exico’s struggle for 
independence from Spain (1-821)— for in 
Yucatan, as in other parts of the country, 
tliere were two sides to the question, 
many of the largest landed jiroprietors 
being opposed 
to separation from the 
mother country, w hile the bulk of the 
population who owned no property were 
universally in favor of it. 
Later another 
agitation arose 
as to whether Yucatan 
should become part of M exico, or remain 
independent, and again local feeling ran 
high between two parties, pro and con. 
Roth factions invoked aid from the ab­ 
original race, placed arms in their hands 
and filled their ears with promises. When 
quiet was restored, however, all these 
oilers of rich rewards were forgotten, and 
the Indians were dismissed to their homes 
empty-handed. 
Not quite empty-handed, 
for they retained their arms and the knowl­ 
edge they had gained of civilized warfare, 
all of which they proposed to make use of 
at the first opj>ortunity. 
In 1847, when the embroglio arose be­ 
tween Merida and Campeche, the sullen 
and revengeful 
Indians descried their 
chance. 
W ith fire and sword they swept 
the eastern part of the peninsula, obliterat­ 
ing the town of Tekax, with its .">,000 in­ 
habitants and nearly destroying Valladolid, 
which then had a population of l ’>,000. 
R ecollecting the centuries of wrong en­ 
dured by their fathers, they entered upon 
a war of extermination. 
Step by step they 
jjossessed themselves of all the northern, 
eastern and southern portions of the pen­ 
insula, ravaging the country, pillaging, 
burning, murdering. 
The terrified Creoles, 
huddled together at Merida, appealed to 
the United States for aid. then to Spain, 
and at last to M exico. 
The latter country, 
having concluded her war with the United 
States, sent troops to the scene of her Yuca- 
tecan neighl>ors, and gradually the Indians 
were driven hack into the interior. 
Rv thus 
calling on M exico for aid, Yucatan lost her 
autonomy as an independent republic, and 
soon afterwards became one of the States of 
the M exican confederation. 
Rut it was 
years before any semblance of peace was 
patched up, and the thousands of miles 
that are desolated and hundred of towns in 
ruins hears witness to the valor and per- 
sistance of the raza indígena. 
Still uneonquered, they hold all the 
southeastern portion of Yucatan, and for 
more than forty years there have been In­ 
dians with their war-paint on, in armed 
rebellion against the Government. 
N u­ 
merically, they are not strong— probably 
numbering less than a thousand— hut what 
they lack in numbers is made up in fe­ 
rocity. 
They are not of the same race as 
the tim id Indians of Merida, whose an­ 
cestor» probably built the 
magnificent 
temples whose remains are scattered all 
over the country ; these arc doubtless de­ 
scendants of the C’aribs, a race which once 
possessed the Mesquita coast, the Spanish 
main and the Southern W est In lies. The 
wildest stories are told of their atrocious 
cruelties, and they seem as hard to find as 
were the Seminóles of Florida, and much 
more difficult to deal with. 
If a stranger 
jienetrates to their country it is said thev 
hack him to pieces with their mediates, 
without listening to a word of explanation; 
or they reserve him for the most diaboli­ 
cal tortures, tying him , by a ring through 
his nose, with a long rope to a stake. 
To 
t hem, every pale-face represents a Span­ 
iard—one of the abhorred race— who in­ 
flicted untold torments upon their anees 
, to he safely disposed 
tors through 30U years 
of only by death. 
They hold guarded intercourse with the 
English of Belize and Honduras, hut no 
white men has ever lived to return from 
their chief city—Chan Santa Cruz— where 
it is supposed that the arts of their an 
cestors are practiced and the aboriginal 
customs still retained. 
Year by year their 
territory increases, and that of the whites 
and agricultural Indians is correspondingly 
diminished, as towns and villages, ranches 
and haciendas are destroyed by the in 
surgents and added to their possessions. 
Now and then they make raids in the di­ 
rection of Merida, causing the stoutest 
hearts to quake with terror. 
Late as 1881 
it was rumored that all 
the 
Indians 
of Yucatan anil Central America were 
about to unite in a general uprising, and 
the terrorized whites prepared to leave the 
country. 
Every year the Chan Santa 
Cruzans issue invitations to all the tribe 
for a grand war-council and send threat­ 
ening messages to the Capital, protnisin 
to make Merida’s stieet run with blood 
and to massacre the last inhabitant, and 
every year the people quake in their !>oot: 
— but nothing is done about it. W hy doe:, 
not the Government clean them out, root 
and branch? 
lo r the same reason, per 
haps, that lias [lerniitted savages in our 
western wilds to go a long time unpun­ 
ished after having committed all manner 
of atrocities. 
Once in a while the few 
Federal troops 
with which Y’ucatan is 
garrisoned march out into the country in 
search of Indians. 
The Indians retire to 
their fastnesses behind the ridge of hills 
that lie a few miles south of Merida, and 
the troops return triumphantly— but with 
no insurgents. 
To return to \ alladolid. 
From its geo 
graphical position as the center of a vast, 
unoccupied territory, it should be the most 
prosperous and [>opulous city in Yucatan, 
butjiince the terrible injuries inflicted in 
184. its population has dwindled away to 
less than 10,000 and Government lands 
close by are valued at less than 20 cents 
per acre. 
Having been founded at an 
early [>eriod of the Spanish conquest the 
city was built in a style commensurate 
with the lofty pretensions of the conquista­ 
dores, and still bears marks of ancient 
grandeur. 
Rut no j>en can portray the 
aesoiation that now reigns over it." The 
central plaza, ankle-deep in sand, has a 
few crumbling benches, overrun with scor­ 
pions, centipedes and lizards, set under 
ancient palms and elms, too ragged by rea­ 
son of their great age to even cast a shade. 
A t one side of it is an enormous parochial 
church, with convent and cloisters, fast 
falling into decay. 
There are also the 
churches of Sisal, San Servicio, Santa Lu­ 
cia, San Juan de Dios, Santa Ana and La 
Virgin de la Candelaria— all more or less 
dilapidated. 
The private houses show the 
same melancholy tokens. 
In the principal 
street— the Calle de Sisal—stand main- 
large buildings, roofless and without doors 
and windows, with grass and bushes grow­ 
ing from crevices in their w alls; while, as 
if in mockery of human pride, upon their 
tottering fronts are blazoned the eoats of 
arms of forgotten families. 
Among these time-shattered structures 
there is one in striking contrast because of 
its neat and business-like appearance— the 
celebrated cotton factory of Don Pedro de 
Rerando, the very first one established in 
the M exican republic, and for that reason 
named L a Autora de la Industria Yucaieca 
— the dawn of Yucatecan industry. 
But 
alas! its morning was not followed bv the 
high noon-tide of prosperity, and its wheels 
and spindles have long been silent. Cotton 
grows wild all around Valladolid, and were 
it not for those troublesome Indians this 
section m ight become the greatest cotton 
producer on the continent. 


Thirty miles to the westward lie the 
largest group of ruins in Y'ueatan, and the 
most important next to Uxm al. 
They are 
those ol Chichen-Itzj, the aucient capital 
o f ihe Itzaes,after their expulsion from Itza- 
rnal, and occupy an area of about ten miles 
square. 
Though se easily reached—scarce­ 
ly 100 m iles from the capital, with the 
main highroad passing close to them— the 
vicinage is unsafe, on account of the war­ 
like Chan Santa Cruzans, and it would be 
fool-hardy to attempt explorations without 
a strong m ilitary escort. 
I did not visit them, hut for a better 
description than 
1 could 
possibly have 
given, iiermit me to refer you to Frederick 
01>er, John L. .Stevens, Norman, and Dr. 
le I’longeim. Various attempts have lieen 
made to reconstruct the history of the 
itzae- from the shattered fragments left by 
tradition, and from their hieroglyphics 
and meral paintings, hut without tuucli 
success. 
The most magnificent ruin of the group 
is called “ The House of the Nuns,-’ and is 
very rich in sculpture; w hile that called 
“ El I ’arcel,” or the tower, is the grandest 
and most conspicuous. 
Another structure, 
which modern travelers have dubbed “The 
Gymnasium,” contains a number of great 
stone rings, set in the walls, each ring l>e- 
ing four feet in diameter and bordered 
with sculptured serpents. 
The hieroglyphic carvings of Chichen- 
Itza are among the most wonderful ever 
discovered, and tliere are beautiful mural 
paintings, representing warriors in battle, 
and events in the lives of various rulers. 
( file of 
the buildings has its cornice 
adorned witli * procession of lynxes or 
tigers. 
Slabs and 
pillars, elaborately 
sculptured, are scattered everywhere over 
the ground, and all this carving is most 
artistic in execution. 
It was here that Dr. C. Plongeon— that 
energetic archaeologist who learned the 
Maya language and studied tiie hiero­ 
glyphics of Yucatan, with his courageous 
wife to help him— brought to light that 
splendid statue of Chacmol, the “ Tiger 
K in g” of the Chichens, which he un­ 
earthed in a dense forest, eight meters be­ 
low the surface. 
The Indians believe that 
he discovered it hv his powers of divina­ 
tion, hut the doctor says that he learned of 
its existance by the hieroglyphics on tiie 
walls of near-by buildings. 
The statue 
was over nine feet long, representing the 
monarch half reclining on a slab of beauti­ 
fully cut and polished stone. 
By almost 
superhuman exertions he raised and trans­ 
ported it to what he considered a place of 
safety; hut in liis absence the precious 
“ find ” was seized by the M exican ( iovern- 
ment and put into the National Museum. 
Think of it! 
W ithin less than a fort­ 
night's journey from New York lie miles 
and m iles of unoccupied country, thickly 
strewn with these wonderful relics of un­ 
known ages— treasures that would enrich 
the museums of the world— unnoticed, un­ 
sought and uncared for. 
Year by year, as 
the slow centuries go by, the solitude 
deepens and the forests grow denser above 
and around them. 
Y et such is the dog- 
in-the-manger policy of the M exican Gov­ 
ernment that, though its own indolent 
people never have explored these regions 
themselves, and probably never will, it has 
enacted stringent laws forbidding foreign­ 
ers to take out of the country any relics 
they may find. 
Few scientists are dis­ 
interested enough to labor here for the 
sake of enriching the museums of a people 
who arc too lazy to look for themselves. 
According to historical accounts, V alla­ 
dolid has lieen the theater of remarkable 
events in days not very distant. 
It is as­ 
serted, on the authority of the church, that 
the place was once haunted by a demon of 
the worst character, called a demonio par­ 
lero, or talking devil, because he held 
nightly discourse with any who chose to 
question 
him, answering like a parrot. 
Though never visible, he seems to have 
been a merry sort of devil, dancing, laugh­ 
ing, playing on 
guitars and castinets. 
After a tim e lie took to throwing stones 
into houses, pelting people witli eggs, slan­ 
dering honest folk; in short, getting the 
whole town by the ears to such an extent 
that the Bishop of Merida was obliged to 
interfere and forbid any one to speak to 
the demon, under pain of severe spiritual 
punishment. 
It is related that when the 
people abstained from any further com­ 
munication with him, the demonio wept 
and wailed, and finally took revenge by 
burning houses. 
A t this alarming junc­ 
ture the Cure was compelled to seek 
D ivine assistance, and after a long tus-le 
succeeded in ousting this devil, who fled to 
the woods. 
In an official report, the pious 
Dr. Sanchez de Aguilar says: 
“An aunt of mine one day, vexed with 
this devil, said to him : 
‘Go out of my 
house, tliou evil one,’ and she gave him a 
blow in the fa<-e that left his nose redder 
than cochineal. 
Forty years afterwards, 
when I was Cure of the same city, the de­ 
monio returned to infest some of my an­ 
nexed villages, especially that of Yulcoba. 
He al ways came at midnight, or at one 
o’clock p. jr., with a great whirlwind— dust 
and noise, as of a hurricane. 
Stones swept 
over the entire pueblo, and, though the 
Indians promptly put out all the fires in 
their kitchens, even this did not avail, for, 
from the flames with which the devil him­ 
self was tormented proceeded flashes, like 
mighty comets or wandering stars, which 
did fire two or three houses at once, and 
spread so rapidly that there were not peo­ 
ple enough to put them out. 
1 being sent 
for to come and drive him away, conjured 
the demon with 
the faith anil zeal that 
God gave me, and commanded him not to 
enter that village again. 
Whereupon the 
fires and the whirlwinds ceased, to the 
glory and honor of the Divine Majesty, 
which has given such power to the priests.” 
Being thus banished from Yulcoba the 
demon returned to Valladolid with new 
burnings; hut was finally barred out alto­ 
gether, by setting up consecrated crosses 
on all the surrounding hills. 
These he 
could not pass, and to this day hundreds of 
them stand guard around Valladolid.

The average weight of the Zulu ox is 
about 400 pounds.

anji mealies made into porridge. 
The 
milk is never taken fresh, being consid­ 
ered 
indigestible; 
consequently 
three 
milk jars are necessary to the native—the 
first one for sweet milk, the second one for 
sour milk and the third one for “amasi,” 
which resembles clotted cream, and is the 
residuum of the sour m ilk after the water 
fluid is poured off. 
The whites dislike 
“amasi” when first tried, but soon acquire 
the taste for it, and then prefer it to milk 
in any other form. 
_ There being no horses until they were 
introduced by the white settlers, the oxen 
are used for equestrian purposes, and also 
as beasts of burden. 
The natives, as a 
rule, contrive to ride the oxen barebacked, 
balancing 
themselves upon the sharp’ 
ridged hack, and guiding their steed by 
means of a string, tied to the stick passed 
through the nostrils. 
They are not good 
riders, and jc% awkwardly along, their 
arms jerking about in the most ungrace­ 
ful m anner; but, as the ox seldom moves 
beyond a walk, it does not matter so much 
and hut little harm is done bv a fall, ow­ 
ing to the horns being trained in the pe­ 
culiar manner described. 
There are sev­ 
eral cases on re«>rd where a man, riding 
an ox with untrained horns, has met witli 
a stumble, and, falling forward, has been 
impaled or gored with the horns in their 
natural state— Drake’s Magazine.

“I wish ladies would see the results of 
such follies as I have,” she said, “thev 
would not try every vile cosmetic and hair 
wash in the market.” 
Hairdressers say that the yellow bleach 
is not much in demand now. 
The lemon 
haired blondes are not in yogue. 
The red 
haired girl is the rage. 
The hair that 
looks brown in the dark and turns red in 
the sttn is also very desirable. 
I know a 
lady who has such hair, or, at least, her 
back hair was that color. 
H er hangs were 
m uch’darker than her back hair, and the 
contrast was not pretty. 
Her hairdresser 
suggested doctoring them a hit. 
“I don’t dare,” she said. 
“I have stuff that wiil do it—positively 
harmless,” he urged. 
“Drink some of it and I’ll believe vou,” 
she said, and lie complied. 
She argued 
that if it couldn't hurt his stomach it 
ought not her head, and allowed trans­ 
formation to take place. 
Nor has she 
ever experienced any ill results. 
But it 
is generally very unsafe to tamper with 
one’s hair. 
Blindness and insanitv are 
often brought about by this folly. ' This 
has been told women again and again, 
but they pay no heed and rush madly in’ 
where angels would fear to tread.

is no risk a woman will not run, no pain

1 know a woman who has used cosmetics 
all her life, and those, too, of the rankest 
and most poisonous kinds. 
Now she is 
[laying for it. 
He skin is som ething terri­ 
ble to see. 
Physicians tell her it is her 
stomach, but those who have seen 
her 
daubing on lotions, postiles and powders 
know 1 >etter. She was a handsome woman, 
too 
she had no need of these accessories. 
Her friends often remonstrated with her, 
but to no avail. 
Xow she is reaping the 
whirlwind. 


I know of another lovelv woman who 
was sensitive about her freckles. 
She took 
some powerful cosmetic and removed them 
She never seemed strong after that and 
died liefore she was 30. 
I knew another who would take infini- 
testuual doses of arseni» She died with 
some unknown stomach disease. 
But the saddest case I know of was one 
of a most 
beautiful, dashing 
society 
woman. 
I remember seeintr her one night 
in her sumptuous, glow ing lieautv, the 
queen of an ice carnival, surrounded by 
flatterers and admirers. 
1 did not see her 
again until three years afterward—and 
then she was being led along the street lo­ 
an attendaut, totally blind from the ex ­ 
cessive use of cosmetics— aud worse than 
that, continually subject to terrible euileu- 
tic fits.

These are “ awful examples,” hut true 
ones, and still in the face of these and 
kindred warnings women w ill insist upon 


painting and powdering and dyeing them­ 
selves. 
Now, if they fancy men admire this sort 
of thing they are awfully fooled.

their faces. 
Men do not like to be seen 
on the streets w itli rouged and powdered 
faces.

W hy W alter» Should Not Be P aid K xtra 
by Custom er». 
It is to the selfishness and thoughtless­ 
ness of the rich that the growth of “ tip­ 
ping” is mainly due. 
Rut, w hile the re­ 
sult is not oppressive to them, it has 
become a serious tax on persons of mod­ 
erate incomes who travel much or take 
their meals in restaurants. 
The man who 
can afford to pay anywhere from 82 to 55 
for his dinner, does not miss the quarter, 
which is the lowest amount that lie will 
give the waiter. 
To the man or woman of 
moderate means, who takes three meals a 
day at a restaurant where the service is 
sufficiently good to he agreeable, the ne­ 
cessity of paying thirty cents a day for 
“ tips,” is a serious addition to the expense 
of living. 
If his three meals cost from 
$1 50 to $2, the increase is from 1<> to 20 
percent. 
< I ver 8100 a year compulsorily 
spent in “ tips” is a sum which, if saved, 
would make to many people the difference 
between continual pinching and a fair de­ 
gree of comfort. 
Ten cents is the lowest 
“tip” that can he given in a good second- 
class restaurant. 
Nmv, if a man has a 
chop and a glass of beer, or a cup of tea 
or coffee for lunch at the cost of thirty-five 
or forty cents, lie is paying 25 per cent, 
additional for the privilege of giving the 
restaurant-keeper a large prolit, as the cost 
of the meal, with all expenses added, is at 
the highest not more than two-thirds of 
the amount charged. 
The necessity for “ tippin g” is on the 
increase. Even at the lunch counter down 
town, where the hurried eater sits upon a 
swinging stool, it is customary to “tip” the 
waiter, and some patrons also “ tip ” the 
carver. 
In the cafes of large hotels, where 
an abnormally high ehaige is made for 
liquid refreshments, the waiter who car­ 
ries an order from the bar to a table now 
expects a tip. If the system extends much 
further the bartender who draws a glass of 
beer will want ten cents instead of live. 
The public has become so accustomed t > 
the necessity of “ tip p in g” that while 
there is much private grumbling tliere is 
no organized public opposition. 
Persons 
who really cannot afford to “ tip ” either 
do so and stint them selves in other direc­ 
tions, or patronize cheap and uncomfort­ 
able restaurants where “ tips” arc not 
expected. 
There will he no public move 
against this practice, because people who 
banded them selves in opposition to it 
would foolishly fear to be called mean. 
Hotel and restaurant keepers claim it is 
impossible to stop the system, because 
some selfish people would always try to 
get the better service by continuing the 
“ tip,” and therefore they (the proprietors) 
are only acting wisely in taking advantage 
of the public’s weakness. 
This is a worth­ 
less argument, for the experience of nearly 
all the best clubs where “ gratuities to 
servants are absolutely forbidden” is that 
equally good attention is paid to all mem­ 
bers. 
Selfish people would lie the first to 
cease giving “ tip s” when they found 
that so doing did not bring any advan­ 
tage. 
Reform is only to he hoped for through 
action of hotel and restaurant keepers 
who will [Kissess enough intelligence to see 
t hat larger profits can be made by ridding 
the public of this, to many, intolerable 
burden. 
Any man who will start a good 
restaurant or hotel in which there shall he 
a strict and rigidly enforced rule against 
“ tips 
will almost assuredly have more 
patronage than lie can accommodate. 
It 
would need only a few such entering 
wedges to relieve the public of this irk­ 
some and unnecessary tax.— The Epoch.

to a previous manifesto or proviso respect­ 
ing the styles in shoes, thin colors in 
slippers are permitted upon the street— 
plain black 
shoes, 
suede-colored 
half­ 
shoes, with black foxings and bronze- 
colored undressed kid ties, as well as dark 
tan-colored seaside shoes, whiie for full 
dress driving in the park bronze lialf- 
slioes and ecru slippers are allowable 
Accordingly 
the popular 
stockings for 
summer wear are black, hronzcr anil suede, 
colored creations of cotton, lisle thread 
and silk, varying in quality of fineness 
and correspondingly differing in amount 
of price only in inverse ratio— the liner 
the stocking the greater the cost. 
More black stockings are worn than any 
other color, and the prices of tiie great 
variety shown range from 00 cents to 830, 
and even 840. 
Plain black silk hose of 
ordinary quality fur ordinary wear may 
' he bought in good quality for 82, 83 or 84, 
! and more of this kind are sold than 
j other. 
: 
A pretty fancy of the season is to have

J prevailing hue of costume worn—pink,

V alue of W oodlands. 
The Pennsylvania Forestry Association, 
in a recent publication, desires 
every 
farmer and every owner of woodland to 
know : 
That liis wood lot contains a valuable 
crop which it will pay him not only to cut 
down and slaughter but to maintain and 
utilize judiciously. 
That it is possible to utilize the old 
trees in such a manner that a new, valua­ 
ble crop is produced, instead of the infe­ 
rior crop which now so often takes the 
place of the virgin forest after indiscrim­ 
inate cutting. 
That, as an intelligent manager and 
husband man, he would do better to see to 
a natural reproduction of liis wood lot, to 
cut xvith regard to the spontaneous young 
growth, rather than to clear indiscrimi­ 
nately. 
That the tim e has come when forest de­ 
struction must give way to forest manage­ 
ment, for timber is becoming more valua­ 
ble every year as it grows scarcer in the 
country at large. 
That in the woodlands in proper pro­ 
portion lie to a large extent the condi­ 
tions of a favorable clim ate and successful 
agricultuue. 
That upon forest growth depend health­ 
fulness and equableness of climate. 
That the forest breaks the force and 
tempers the fury of the northern and cools 
and moistens the breath of the southern 
wind. 
That by its own cooler and moister at­ 
mosphere in summer aud warmer atmos­ 
phere in winter it tends to equalize tem­ 
perature and hum idity over the interven­ 
ing fields. 
That while the ojien, treeless, heated 
prairie prevents the fall of rain, allowing 
moisture-laden clouds to pass over un­ 
drained, we must thank our forest-clad 
hills and mountains for our more frequent, 
more gentle, more useful showers, and, 
above all: 
That the forest cover of the mountains 
preserves 
the even 
waterflow 
in our 
springs, brooks and rivers, w hile its de­ 
struction or even deterioration increases 
the danger of floods, washes off the fertile 
soil into fertile valleys, lowers the water 
level, and, in general, throws out of bal­ 
ance the favorable conditions for agri­ 
culture. 
That w hile we advocate the cutting and 
using of the wood crop as we need it, we 
must not any longer, as we have done, 
squander and waste it; we must not clear 
where clearing produces danger to the 
surrounding country.

A glass of water, 
taken before breakfast, passes through the 
stomach 
into the small intestines in a 
continuous and uninterrupted flow ; 
it 
partly distends the stomach, stretching and 
to some extent obliterating the rugís ; it 
thins and washes out most of the tenacious 
mucus; 
it increases the fullness of the 
capillaries of the stomach, directly if the 
water is warm, and indirectly in a reac­ 
tionary way if it ¡scold; it causes peristal­ 
sis of the alimentary tract, wakes it up (so 
to speak), and gives it a morning exercise 
and washing. 
Care must be taken not to 
give cold water when the circulation, 
either local or general, is so feeble a3 to 
make reaction improbable. 
We should 
not risk it in advanced age, nor in the 
feeble, whether old or yonng, nor should it 
be given in local troubles, like chronic 
gastric catarrh. 
In these cases it is best to 
give warm or hot water. 
Such a tiine- 
honored custom as drinking soup at the 
beginning of a meal could only have been 
so persistently adhered to because of its 
having been found by experience to be the 


most appropriate tim e. 
It does exactly 
what warm or hot water, with the addi­ 
tion of salt, does and more, in that it is 
nutritive and excites the flow of gastric 
juice.— Dr. Leaf, in Medical Neur.

>r the morning of the 31st of April ottr

t-'iched Lai naca (Cyprus), were con­ 
st '""tiile cargo and passengers tvere ex­ 
changed. The island is fourteen miles 
long, and at the narrowest place only five 
w.-ie, while at the widest it is fifty miles. 
The Cyprians are exceedingly proud of 
the. r country, and especially of the pres­ 
ea. T'ruish rule. They insisted on our 
InivMig postage stamps bearing the image 
of meen Victoria, supposing that we took 
a-- much interest in their aflkirs as they 
did, but when they discovered that we 
were Americans they yielded the palm, 
and wt-re satisfied with charging us a franc 
to row us ashore. Their principal product 
is cotton, and silk-raising is becoming a 
Their olives and 
copper and other 
mountain range 
prominent industry, 
grapes abound, while 
minerals enrich the Ion; 
of the islands. 
llamabas was a native of Cyprus, and 
with Paul commenced the great evangeli­ 
cal work which spread through these 
islands to Rome. St. Mark also was here, 
and frequent mention is made of it in the 
Scr.ptures. The present inhabitants are 
divided among the Turks and Creeks, 
with a few English and French. 
Rhodes has a population of -1,000. There 
is little of interest here. The harbor is 
fine, and the (dace where Colussus stood is 
easily seen. It seems like fiction that this 
iittlc island once ruled the seas, and that 
in the fifth century, before Christ, it was 
already in a well-advanced state of pros­ 
perity. When the knights of St. John 
were driven from Jerusalem, in the twelfth 
century, they took refuge here. Sutlers 
came on our ship with all manner of 
carved wooden trinkets, inlaid with mother 
of pearl, and oblong shells wrought in 
i ..utif-tl designs. Others sold a cream 
marmalade that was pronounced very fine. 
An ' .-trian vocalist came on board, and 
dur.ng the evening rendered several songs 
in Austrian and French that were delight­ 
ful to us in this far away sea. 
The ship called at ancient Chios for a 
cargo. This island was terribly shaken bv 
the great earthquake in 1882, and the city 
was laid in ruins, and many of the inhab­ 
itants perished; but the enterprising 
citizens have rebuilt more permanently, 
and business lias largely increased. But 
how changed the scene. This morning 
(May 2d) the fog is so dense that we can 
not see the length of the ship. The huge 
foe whistle keeps tip its uglv noise, and off 
northwest there comes a resjxinse as if 
some marine demon was accepting a chal­ 
lenge to contest the right of the sea. 
Tin Crecían islands are numerous in 
t hi - latitude, and navigating is very dan­ 
ger i-a At about 12 m. we barely escaped 
a wreck by approach to a rock. The bow 
of the vcs-el came within twenty feet of 
being crushed to splinters. The watchman 
noafl saw it in time and gave the alarm. 
’!!. is the third time we have narrowly 
escaped disaster at sea since we left Amer­ 
ica. We were later favored with a good 
view of the Island of Palmosa (ancient 
I’atmos , and could distinctly see the Con­ 
vent of St. John in the center of the high­ 
est elevation. It has numerous convents 
all dedicated to the ajiostlc John. Jts 
inhabitants—-with the exception of those 
in . ,sines* in the little city of the port— 
are religious recluses. 
At ¡Smyrna tilings begin to wear a mod­ 
ernised appearance. They have a commo- 
dio : , and beautiful water front. Smyrna 
is the principal city of Asia Minor. It 
was the only city of the seven addressed 
by the Revelator that commended itself to 
the notice of that apocalyptic writer, and 
is t -day the only one of the seven cities 
remaining.

are various 
Oreek signs— Seokoron and Xenophon, efc., 
in rude capital letters. 
Also Arab and 
Turkish, English, French and Italian. 
The harbor is crowded with ships from 
every nation except America. There is 
the Castor, and near it the Xeta, the Um­ 
bra, the Yorwarts and the Madalena. 
Their flags float in the breezes, and their 
business transactions, in the various lang­ 
uages spoken, both on ship and on land, 
each trying to talk louder than his fellows, 
gives the observer a true picture of ori­ 
ental methods. 
Let me make a note of a few things from 
the deck of our ship. The street to the 
very edge of the harbor is densely crowded 
with a moving throng, who jostle each 
other in seeking to carry on their various 
traffic. Notice the vehicle- ; There is a 
dilgence, next a fine coach, a long- 
coupled, low-wheeled wagon, a cart with 
box evenly balanced over the axle. It is 
drawn by a stalwart 
suit makes him appear like a clown. ’Men 
are seen with great cushions on their 
backs, reaching down within eighteen in­ 
ches of the ground, wliere wooden or iron 
braces protrude. These carry immense 
burdens through the narrow streets in the 
city, and go where neither camel nor paek- 
mule can be used. The costumes of the 
people are peculiar to the different na­ 
tions represented, the French leading in 
style anil neatness. Wherever the French 
touch the Orient it yields to their indus­ 
try, and at once takes on Furopeon airs. 
But we have but fairly begun to notice 
this busy street. Here they come, men 
women and children, with bundles, baskets, 
boxes, water jars and bottleson their heads 
and backs, under their arms, on their hips, 
each tailing at the top of their voice to 
sell the goods offered. They have lemons, 
oranges, raisins, figs, pomgranates, dates, 
olives, and various nuts. Others have 
fish and shell-fisli, and various prepared 
meats. Then comes the breadstuff; from 
plain round flat loaves to pastry of numer­ 
ous designs. 
What flies, and dust, and 
dirt 1 The goat herder drives his flock to 
the door of the customer and milks the 
amount desired and passes on to the next. 
The butcher drives his sheep to the dwell­ 
ing or hotel (beef is not eaten) where the 
patron examines it, then takes it up by the 
fore legs and lifts it up to determine its 
weight and buys it. The family will feed 
it for several days, giving its fleece an 
ornamental decoration of water-color, that 
makes it appear too pretty for the 
slaughter. The buyer always is expected 
to make his own bargain; but the seller is 
too shrewd to ever become the loser.

The section through which we are pass­ 
ing is very productive and is fully adapted 
to the olive, fig, lemon and orange, while 
grapes would abundantly thrive. The 
groat city of Asia Minor is no more; but 
such numerous heaps of ruins are not else­ 
where to be seen in Asia. 
\t Baalbec the ruins arc more extensive 
in ti.e great temple, but here was a city 
of temples. The temple of Diana lies be­ 
fore me in broken fragments. Many of its 
Ionic columns and capitals were carried 
into distant countries to enrich their 
palaces. The temple was 422 leet in 
length, and 220 feet in breadth. It had 
127 Ionic columns of Parian marble, each 
shaft a single stone 60 feet high. It was 
220 years in building. But massive as it 
was, it is but a small part of the palatial 
marble heaps that adorned Ephesus. 
Palaces, temples, theaters, colonnades, 
stadi ms and public marts crowded each 
otto - on the plain and on the terraced the 
hill 
1 greatly enjoyed my ramble among 
its broken shafts and ruined arches, and 
fairly basked in the sunlight of that his­ 
toric i'hristian civilization, the influence 
of which in the days of St. Paul planted 
tin germ of its utter destruction. The 
dei -..vity of the Ephesians is clearly im- 
prcsscd from the letter addressed to the 
l . r . a by St. John, and many proofs of 
their tendency to idolatry are still to lie 
seen; but the imperishable record of truth 
shows that neither Asia nor the rest of 
the world longer cry out that Diana of the 
Ephesians is great.

The signboards displayed in front of

Remove this from the 
field entirely, and either devote it to the 
compost heap, or to sucli a drying as will 
kill the little maggot that does the mis­ 
chief. It may be necessary to look over 
the field twice a day for a week or more 
before all will be destroyed. But in no 
other way can the value of the field be 
preserved as an onion field. The only 
other remedy is to devote it to grass or 
other crops for throe or four years, and 
grow no onions near it. 
The cabbage fly can lie driven away by 
occasionally sprinkling the leaves with 
fine tobacco, pulverized sulphur and plas­ 
ter mixed together. 
For the cabbage 
worm use a solution of saltpeter at the rate 
of a quarter of a pound in two gallons of 
water, with which shower the plants Iib- 
erallv. This is also useful for destroying 
rose bugs, anil if a little of it is used in 
watering cabbage and tomato plants or 
melon hills it may prevent the cut worm 
from attacking them. For the currant 
worm jiowdered hellebore is a sure de­ 
stroyer, and if used freely until after the 
currants blossom, the worms seldom appear 
later. As it is poisonous, it should not be 
used after the berries are grown, when it 
will lie necessary to depend upon hand 
picking. The same caution should he ob­ 
served in regard to Paris green upon to­ 
mato and egg plants for the destruction of 
the Colorado beetle. One pound of the 
Paris green well mixed into a hundred­ 
weight of fine ground plaster is the best 
method of applying that poison to the po­ 
tato vines, or to above crops liefore the 
fruit forms. To destroy canker worms, 
stir a tablespoonful of Paris green into a 
pail of water, anil with a small force pump 
or syringe thoroughly shower the tree.— 
Cultivator. 
M ushy C anned F ru it. 
Every ennner and every dealer knows 
how quickly a lot of goods is discredited 
hv the discovery of any cans of mushy 
fruit in opening them for examination or 
sale, and how certain is the rejection of 
the goods, or at least the demand for an 
allowance, which ensues. The consequence 
is that eanuers, in the eflbrt to avoid these 
troubles and losses are inclining to the op­ 
posite extreme, and too much fruit is being 
packed hard and green. The fault does 
not lie with the canners, nor yet with the 
dealers, but is at the door of the consumer. 
The retail dealer will supply whatever his 
customers demand. If they want petrified 
fruit in cans he will give his wholesale 
merchant no rest till he gets it, and the 
wholesale dealer makes the law for the 
canner. 
If consumers knew how much 
they are losing by this senseless demand 
for hard fruit there would probably be 
a change in public taste, beneficial to 
all concerned. It they appreciated that 
no fruit can possibly develop its full flavor 
until it is thoroughly rqie, and that when 
I thus ripe it must process somewhat soft, 
cry for hard fruit would doubtless 
abate. It does not follow that ripe fruit 
need be actually mushy in the can, like so 
much pulp, but if it is to be of its liest 
flavor, mere softness and even a moderate 
degree of shreddiness. so long as the fruit 
does not actually lose its shape, ought not 
to bv' complained of. We predict that tiie 
public taste will eventually come around 
to this, and think it can be and should be 
heljied along greatly by the press. To use 
fully ripe fruit will make cheaper as well 
as better fruit to the consumer, lor ripe 
fruit makes more weight to the grower, 
enabling him to sell at a less price j>er 
pound and yet make an equal profit, whilst 
to canners it would save much now lost by 
having to run it into pie Iruit or jam.— 
California Fruit Grorer. 


The views of a well-known swimmer iu 
reference to the claims of enthusiasts in 
favor of different forms of athletic exer­ 
cise as tending to the best physical devel­ 
opment are given in the New York Herald. 
I Ie says : 
“ As a fact, however, it is doubtful if suy 
Turk, whose queer exercise other than >wimming really calls 
into play every muscle of the body, and 
those who will take the trouble to care­ 
fully consider this matter will be forced to 
admit the truth of the statement. 
“ Take, for instance, the attitude and 
general situation of the swimmer indulg­ 
ing in easy breast-stroke exercise. He re­ 
clines almost at full length upon t lie water 
exposed to the nerve-stringing influence of 
the brine, each sinew bearing an equal 
share of the strain. Imagine the swimmer 
(with hands forward as in cutting the 
water) placed upright on dry land in the 
saíne position, and you can "see how the 
limbs are well gathered under the body, 
chest thrown out. back curved in, stomach 
drawn inward, lungs extended, back, arms 
and leg muscles drawn. 
“ At the concentration or drawing up of 
the body, arms and legs preparatory to the 
propelling movements of swimming, the 
attitude referred to is almost entirely re­ 
versed ; arms and legs are gathered to­ 
gether as if for a spring motion ; a concen­ 
tration of powers, to lie followed by the 
cleaving forward movements, is the result, 
and thus every nerve, sinew and muscle in 
the body is brought into play at each 
stroke, all the while subjected to the brac­ 
ing, building up influence of the water. 
IlOW TO LEAKS qUICKLY. 
“ To learn swimming quickly and thor­ 
oughly, I hold that the first lessons in 
swimming should be given on dry land. 
That is to say, that the swimmer should 
be placed chest downward on a form of 
two stools, leaving the pupil’s arms and 
legs free. The lveginner should then he 
taught how to gather his or her hands under 
the chin, elbows well in to the sides, to 
dart the hands forward to the full extent 
of the arms, keeping them level with the 
chin, and at the same moment draw up 
the legs lieneath the body, as if for a push 
backward, but instead of pushing the feet 
backward, the beginner should lie shown 
liow to throw the feet outward and then 
bring them together in a sweeping motion, 
as if the pupil was trying to see how 
much water he or she could squeeze to­ 
gether between the legs and feet, which 
should tin illy lie joined together, leaving 
the arms in the extended t>osition. While 
this motion of the legs has been taking 
place the palms of the hands should have 
been opened outward, swept to the right 
anil left until about at right angles with 
the body, and then sharply turned inward 
and brought back to the first position 
under the chin. 
“ Once let the beginner learn these 
motions and be able to go through them 
mechanically on dry land, and the rest is 
comparatively easy work, depending en­ 
tirely upon self-confidence and natural 
health. 
HOW TO GAIN COURAGE. 
“ Self-confidence, or courage, is the great 
requisite in swimming, and can be learned, 
strange as this statement may seem. 
Ret 
the beginner at first bathe in smooth water 
about up to his or her waist or chest, and 
induce the aspirant to throw himself or 
herself backward, forward and sideways on 
the water and try to swim anil lay at the 
bottom of the water. 
Such efforts will 
show the pupil that it is almost an impossi­ 
bility tor him or her to sink, anil will 
demonstrate that the slightest sweeping 
motions of the arms with bring him to the 
surface. 
“ When ;E* beginner commences to pad­ 
dle aroun i freely and has been forced to 
admit that it requires very little eflbrt to 
keep a person floating, let the mechanical 
motion be tried, the teacher lightly sup­ 
porting the pupil by a loose belt fastened 
around the lattei’s chest. The pupil, if 
possible, should pause slightly at the 
termination of each stroke and learn by in­ 
stinct and practice that the natural buoy­ 
ancy of salt wat er requires very little eflbrt 
upon the swimmer's part to enable it to 
float a healthy person. Thus, by swim­ 
ming very slowly at first the pupil will 
gain the confidence necessary to swim long 
distances. 
“ There seems to be no reason why a 
strong, healthy, fleshy man should not swim 
twenty-four hours or more under favorable 
circumstances, if supplied with plenty of 
food and drink. Captain Webb, the English 
swimmer, 1 believe swam over that number 
of hours in his swim across the English 
Channel, though 1 do not remember the 
exact figures. [It was 19 hours.] 
FOOD BEFORE BATHING. 
,“In regard to food, there seems to he a 
notion, backed up by the opinion of physi­ 
cians, that a person bathing or swimming 
should enter the water on an empty stom­ 
ach. I hold that this is a mistaken idea,

“I have spoken about swimming and 
bathing in general terms only, for it would 
require too much of the Herald’s space for 
me to desorille the various methods of 
swimming—overhand stroke, underhand 
stroke, side stroke, dog stroke (or pad­ 
dling), Lack stroke, feet and legs only, 
hands anil arms only, one arm and one leg, 
diving, saving a person from drowning, 
etc.; but upon the latter subject 1 should 
like to say a few words in conclusion: 
“If you fancy yourself in danger while 
swimming do not lose your presence of 
mind. Keep cool; husband your strength 
as much as possible by simply puddling 
strongly enough to keep yourself afloat. 
HINTS fo r DROWNING PEOPLE. 
“ Recall the fact that if you have the 
cramp in one ieg, with two arms and one 
leg you should easily lie able to keep above 
water. Float, if you can, call for help if 
forced to do so, and make up your mind to 
float about until assistance arrives. Avoid­ 
ing useless risk», it may be added, will pay 
in the long run, so far a» swimming anil 
other things are concerned. 
“If a person should swim out to your 
rescue remember that one finger placed 
upon a swimmer’s shoulder will support 
another person in the water, ami the lower 
you keep in the water the less weight 
and consequent taxing of strength you sub­ 
ject your rescuer to. 
“Obey your rescuer in all things. He 
will most likely tell you to throw yourself 
flat on your back, and by keeping your 
head up push you out of danger, or may 
content himself with keeping your head 
up until further assistance arrives. 
“ In no case catch hold of your rescuer 
or try to cling to him, for the chances are 
that by so doing you will only tend to 
drown yourself and the person who tries 
to rescue you. 
“ I suppose that it is not necessary to 
dwell upon the point that it is best not to 
rush into the water when you are over­ 
heated. AVait until you cool oft' to about 
your normal temperature before taking the 
first plunge. 
“ 1 do not think that the practice of 
plunging infants into cold water tends to 
benefit them in any way. Children of ten­ 
der years may be gently handled to their 
benefit in warm salt water, I believe; but 
those capable of taking care of themselves 
should lie allowed to do so, anil must not lie 
forced, screaming and terrified,lieneath the 
waves. 
“ Such treatment tends to make them 
timid and causes them to dread the 
water.”

and one not borne out by common sense 
and practice. Though I do not for a mo­ 
ment advise people to eat a hearty meal 
before entering the water, I claim that it 
is decidedly injurious, devitalizing and 
weakening to bathe on an emptv stomach, 
especially if the bather stays any length of 
time in the water. 
“True, it is most pleasant to ‘take a dip 
in the briny’ before breakfast, and the said 
plunge will do you a great deal of good, 
but the same would not hold good if you 
were to stay a long time in tiie water. On 
the other hand, I have noticed that the 
late Captain Webb and Ernst Yon Schoe- 
ning, two great ’endurance’ or long-dis­ 
tance swimmers, invariably eat a meal 
while preparing to enter the water, and 
disposed of a considerable amount of solid 
food while ‘on the swim.’ 
“True, there are persons who invariably 
eat too heartily, and just as invariably suf­ 
fer for so doing. Such people should not 
venture into the water immediately after 
a meal, but I think that the average per­ 
son can enter the water with perfect safety 
half an hour after an ordinary meal of 
wholesome food. 
HOW TO ENTER THE WATER. 
“ Some people like to enter the water 
with a sudden plunge, others object to the 
shock, preferring to walk slowly into deep 
water. The best mode of entering the 
water, according to my theories, particu­ 
larly the ocean, when the temperature of 
the water is low, de[iends entirely upon a 
person’s constitution. Some people will 
suffer from headache after a quick plunge 
into the water; others feel the same symp­ 
toms after a slow and gradual dip. Such 
being the case, it is best to try both these 
methods, and stick to the one which suits 
your constitution best. 
“ The length of time which a person can 
with benefit to themselves remain in the 
water also depends entirely upon the per­ 
son’s constitution. One man may derive 
benefit from a ten minutes' roll in the 
breakers, but may feel weak and ex­ 
hausted if he stays much longer in the 
water. Others can bullet around under 
and over the waves for hours and hours 
without the slightest inconvenience to 
themselves. There can be no rules laid 
down for the length of time a jierson re­ 
mains in the water, except the general one 
that when your hands and feet begin to 
get white and numbed and you feel cold 
and exhausted, get out of the water and 
take a ‘sun bath,’ if you do not feel in­ 
clined to retire to your bath-house and 
take a rub down with a good, rough towel. 
SKA LATHING AS MEDICINE. 
“Persons suffering from heart trouble 
naturally sliruld not tempt the water too 
much, any more than they should indulge 
in any violent exercise to excess; but a 
sea-water bath, properly taken, will prove 
beneficial to invalids suffering from vari­ 
ous complaints. 
“For rheumatism, catarrh, liver troub­ 
les, some skin troubles, nervous troubles, 
etc., I consider that warm sea-bathing is 
greatly beneficial, though doctors disagree

The badges of the memora­ 
ble “ hard cider ’’ and log cabin” are 
proudly brought out from old family chests 
anil displayed upon the breasts of the new 
generation of voters. Files of political 
newspapers are rescued from lumber rooms 
and may do fresh service now. We are 
under obligations to E. J. Rowe, of Yictor, 
for the privilege of perusing a nearly 
complete file of the L o ij Cabin, edited by 
Horace Greeley in the first Hush of his fame 
as a political writer. In turning its pages 
we are reminded how much of a singing 
campaign that of 1840 was. 
William 
Henry Harrison was fairly sung into the 
Presidential chair. The lyrics of the day 
were robust and full of patriotic fire—not 
always models of rythm, but always in- 
spiriug and rousing. Many of them were 
adaptations from national songs, and all 
were keyed to the highest notes of liberty 
anil nationality. We are tempted to 
cop'- two or three, as especially ap­ 
propriate to be reproduced on the 
Fourth of July. We may have occasion 
hereafter to give further extracts from the 
rare old tile of The Log Cabin, but the fol­ 
lowing must suffice for to-day.

F all-H atch eif C hicks. 
July anil August is a good season to set 
hens from which to raise your winter lay­ 
ers. Bullets hatched in September and 
August will, if eared for, begin laying in 
January and February, and will want to 
sit in February and March; thus you have 
winter layers and sitters f.ir your earlv 
spring broods, which is so necessary to 
success. But when setting liens in hot 
weather yon must provide a cool place al­ 
ways, making the nest on the ground if 
possible, or put a sod in tiie bottom of nest 
box and sprinkle this with water in which 
is a little carbolic acid, to prevent lice.—

“As a merchant, 1 can sec the injury 
threatened by the Mills bill,” said a well- 
known dealer the other day. 
“ Take for 
example, the article of starch. 
There are 
200 potato starch factories in this country. 
They make aliout 12.000 tons, or 24.000,000 
pounds of starch yearly. With a duty of 
two cents a pound, these factories have 
given employment to a large nutnlier of 
persons, includiug laborers in the field and 
skilled workmen in the factories. These 
persons are well paid. 
Take ofi the duty 
and what Ls the result ? (ierman starch 
will be sent over in abundance. There 
the laborers in the field get a mark or 
about twenty four cents a day, while the 
skilled workmen in the factories are con­ 
tent with three marks, or a little over 
seventy cents a day. 
Thus, you 
can 
readily see, the cost of produc­ 
ing and manufacturing starch in Ger­ 
many is so small compared to what 
is required here, that with tiie duty off 
this work in this country would be entirely 
stopped, as it would be impossible to com­ 
pete with the imported starch. Owing to 
the recent failure of the potato crop, and 
the high price of this vegetable, it has 
been as much as the factories could do to 
furnish starch low enough to keep out 
that produced in Germany, even with the 
duty now imposed. In ordinary times the 
American factories can make an excellent

We 
submit that the figures justify the conclu­ 
sion that there is not to be had in Louis­ 
iana a free ballot and a fair count, and 
further more that these facts justify the 
assumption that the white Democrats do 
subvert the privileges and prevent the free 
exercise of the suffrage rights of their 
political opponents, since it is not true to 
political experience that such results as 
those given obtain where there is non-re­ 
straint. 
If further evidence were needed to show 
that ballot-liox frauds and vote repression 
at the South and in States uniformly Dem­ 
ocratic are not merely occasional and lo­ 
cally incidental to campaigning, it is to be 
found in the fact: First—That the South­ 
ern Democrats do not only not advance 
any rc;ison why the black voter remains 
away from the polls, but that they approve 
his discretion, and ¡11 C-ongress and else­ 
where declare that it is essential to the 
peace and comfort of the social organism 
that the whites—thereby meaning the 
Democrats—shall maintain their domi­ 
nance. Unless we wholly misread, the Alta 
but the other day had the temerity to ut­ 
ter a sentiment in correspondence with 
that idea, and to add that the peace and 
good government of the United States 
might be menaced if the existing order of 
things were disturbed. 
It is ungenerous and illogical to assert 
that the Republican party, in protesting 
where the Democracy is silent, draws the 
color line. If the assertion of a vital prin­ 
ciple of a representative form of govern­ 
ment—that every citizen shall lie secure in 
his right to freely cast his ballot, and to 
have it honestly counted—is drawing the 
color line, then it is full time that it be 
sharply defined. 
If the Alta were not so intent ujion de­ 
nial that subversion of ixditical rights is a 
fact at the South, it would recall it as a 
fact that Southern leaders no longer 
deny that there is repression of the politi­ 
cal rights of voters in many, if not all 
Southern States, but admitting, justify and 
defend it upon the ground that the con­ 
trol of the Government in such States, in 
the interests of society, must be main­ 
tained by the Democratic white voters, 
and that such a condition is essential to 
the social welfare. The plea is, indeed 
advanced, that this must lie so, because of 
the higher intelligence of the whites, and 
that it Ls of vital importance that control 
shall not come into the hands of ignorance. 
Yet the theory of our government pro­ 
ceeds ujion the doctrine that all citizens, 
intelligent and ignorant alike, shall freely 
participate, through the ballot, in the de­ 
termination of the political character of 
the States and communities, and that only 
danger and disaster will result from any 
departure from that principle. 
We submit to the intelligence of tiie 
reader that it makes no sort of difference 
whether the prepared vote of the South is 
Republican or Democratic, whether there 
is actual violence used to cow the voter, or 
only political chicane reported to to di-­ 
courage his approach to the hallot-box, it 
remains that non-participation by the great 
majority of voters in the atlairs of govern­ 
ment is indicative of social conditions that 
are unhealthy and abnormal. 
It is not necessary to reply .11 the un­ 
worthy lling of the Alta com rr.ing the 
election of 1876, or to call attei iion to the 
fact that even if it lie admitted, to please 
our contemporary, that all it s: ys of that 
event is true, it cuts no figure i.. the ques­ 
tion of 188S, whether in the so.id Demo­ 
cratic States of the South there is that 
free exercise of the suffrage l ight con­ 
templated under our form of g< “rnment 
and vitally essential to its existence. 
Were we inclined to extend this article, 
columns of proof of the repression 
against which the Republican party so 
wisely aud strongly disclaims in its plat­ 
form, might be cited from the history of 
the past and the present in many other 
States, of political outrages, violence and 
bloodshed, imprisonment and exile, tort­ 
ure and assassination, prosecuted in the 
interest of the Democratic party. But we 
hesitate to invoke the anethemas which 
the average Democratic journal hurls 
upon those who approach the subject of 
the “ bloody shirt.” Not but that the 
stained giyrment has a “ cause," and that 
its dyes may be established in truth as the 
colors of organized crime, repression of 
the rights of citizens of the United States, 
against which neither the Democratic 
platforms nor journals protest. But it is 
unprofitable to discuss these matters with 
our Democratic contemporaries when even 
the more intelligent of them, like the Alta, 
resort to the dogmatic and partisan asser­ 
tion that the aim of the Republican party 
Ls to “ perpetuate a political antagonism 
on race lines.” It is demanded that a 
broader and more humane comprehension 
of the purposes of Republicans and of their 
sincerity as lovers of free institutions shall 
characterize those who engage in the 
debate of the question of a free ballot and 
fair count in every prei inet of the Union, 
North and .South. 


Mr. Morrow, of California, speaking to 
the resolution, expressed his gratification 
that the question at last fairly confronted 
Congress, and drew attention to the pecn- 
liar interest it possessed for California. In 
tlie course of liis remarks he said : 
If it has now become a national question, 
affecting the more populous Kast as well as the 
extreme West, we may reasonably hope for 
effective measures of relief in the protection of 
the whole country against this foreign invasion. 
On the Pacific coast we have confronted this 
condition of affairs relatiug to foreign labor for 
more than thirty years, during which time our 
laborers have been compelled to come into tom- 
pctition with the imported cheap ami degraded 
nibor ol Asia, and yet our people have protested, 
and until recently, in vain against this Chinese 
immigration. We have shown that it does not 
assimilate and is not incorporated! >ut° the in­ 
dustrial system of the country. You are now 
confronted with the same condition of things 
arising out of ail invasion from another direc­ 
tion. A large part of this excessive immigra­ 
tion into New York, it is said, consists of con­ 
tract laborers or hired slaves, precisely as the 
Chinese are brought into San Francisco. There 
has been an effort to restrict Chinese immigra­ 
tion, but the law is evaded. It is a fact that 
while prior to the adoption of the present law 
the average annual Chinese immigration into 
Ban Francisco was about eight thousand, yet 
under the operation of the present restriction 
law it amounted last year to about eleven thou­ 
sand. so that this law that was intended to be 
restrictive has resulted ill permitting an in­ 
crease of immigration of these people whose 
labor is sold before they leave Hongkong. 
The spirit of the House plainly indi­ 
cated the desire that the committee, when 
named, should go to work at once and 
make a report at as early a day as is pos­ 
sible. Mr. Morrow’s statement of the 
importance of the investigation to the Pa­ 
cific coast was not overdrawn. The need 
for official determination of the question 
of involuntary servitude by Chinese coolies 
sent to this country is great. We know 
precisely what the report will be; the 
facts are undeniable, but their official 
promulgation will clear away a world of 
doubt and false sympathy at the East, and 
purify the public sentiment upon the 
whole Chinese question. 
But even more important L- that branch 
of the inquiry suggested by Mr. Morrow, 
the evasion of the Restriction Act. That 
it operates ill, and is practically nullified 
by the chicanery of the Chinese brokers 
and the perjury of their clients is indis­ 
putable. We may hope for such a report 
from the committee, after the facts are 
laid before it, as will remove any hesi­ 
tancy any Congressmen may have about 
giving us legislation equal to the need. 
We should have had now, if the restric­ 
tion bill of Fair and Morrow, reported 
and voted for by General Harrison in the 
Senate, where it passed, had not been 
throttled in the House by Mr. Belmont. 
However that has gone into history, and 
the conditions arc such to-dav that there 
is reason to believe the distance between 
liojie and realization is not great. 


FOLSOM’S DOWER. 


THE MOST IMPERISHABLE MONU­ 
MENT OF INDUSTRY. 


A Center of Textile Industries—Pro­

PAED0NING CRIMINALS 


INQUIRING INTO EVASION OF THE 
IMMIGRATION LAWS. 
On the 13th of July, in tlie House of 
Representatives, the question was before the 
House of erecting a Commission of inquiry 
concerning the charge by prominent jour­ 
nals that the laws prohibiting the imjiort- 
ation of contract laborers, convicts, pau­ 
pers and other classes, are being extensive­ 
ly evaded, owing to the lack of machinery 
to enforce the provisions of said law. Mr. 
Yandever, of California, asked the opinion 
of 1 lie House if the resolution creating the 
Commission went to the extent of embrac­ 
ing the question of evasions of the law in 
reference to Chinese immigration, and it 
was agreed that it did, since the preamble 
reads: “Convicts, paupers, and other clasxex.” 
The proposition met with favor, and the 
committee was ordered by a vote practi­ 
cally unanimous. In the course of the de­ 
bate Mr. Oates said that he deemed the 
matter one of first importance, and declared 
that he knew classes of immigrants are 
brought into the United States practically 
in slavery in violation of every principle 
of our statutes, and greatly to the injury 
of the public. Mr. Cox, of New York, 
affirmed the statement that there is urgent 
need for legislation upon the subject, and 
went so far as to add : 
When I went to New York City, the week be­ 
fore last. 1 was surprised to find 'the condition of 
things with reference to Italian immigration in 
that city. I was called upon by a gem li man 
who bad collected facts in relation to this mat­ 
ter. facts certified by the Italian Consul and 
others In New York, showlug evils and abuses 
which the best Italian peop.e, as well as the of­ 
ficials of our Government charged with these 
matters, desire to have corrected. Those facts 
Jis ‘lose an abnormal immigration to this coun­ 
try by a class of men who are persuaded to 
come here by false and fraudulent pre tenses ; so 
that, instead of the ordinary healthful :mmi- 
tratiou which might be readily and advanta­ 
geously assimi&led, we have eighty thousand 
person.- a year coming here under these im­ 
proper influences. 


A few days ago we expressed the uni­ 
versal public commendation of the em­ 
phatic resolution of the Governor of 
California not to interfere with the course 
of the law in the case of the murderer 
Goldenson. 
The course of Governor 
Waterman continues to draw forth similar 
expressions from the press of the .State. 
The subject suggests the thought that 
more of this emphasis in dealing with 
criminals would give vigor to our Courts, 
and certainty to the execution of their de­ 
crees. The application to the Executive 
in the case of Goldenson was an impudent 
thing. There was not even the shadow of 
an excuse for it. It has become altogether 
too much like established “ practice” 
throughout the United States, to include 
an application for pardon in all murder 
cases, as a part of the regular proceedings 
in dealing with those who willfully take 
human life. The Executives are much to 
blame for it; they have been so lenient in 
granting reprieves and 111 staying the exe­ 
cution of the law, that criminals have 
been encouraged, and the Courts in like 
degree discouraged. 
In the case of Maxwell, the I’reller 
murderer, the Governor of Missouri has 
granted a reprieve, vet there can he no 
mercy in that, unless lie intends to pardon 
him eventually. On the contrary it awak­ 
ens hopes that it will lie cruel to crush. 
In that case there is no question of the 
guilt of Maxwell. Hi- trial was exhaus­ 
tive, was spread over much time : his de­ 
fense was made by the liest of counsel and 
backed by money and influences of great 
weight. Out of pity for Maxwell’s mother 
his execution has been postponed. 
But is it the intention in giving the 
Executive the pardoning power that it 
shall be thus exercised? While his abso­ 
lute right is to reprieve or pardon out of 
hand and without reason, yet the unwrit­ 
ten law of custom lias set up a code that 
demands stated reasons for such acts. Cer­ 
tainly mercy to any other than the crimi­ 
nal was not in contemplation when the 
pardoning power was bestowed. 
It would 
appear that the right rule of action for 
Executives is, in exercising this grave 
trust, to adhere to the rule that a pardon 
will not be granted to a murderer unless it 
can be shown that there was some sub­ 
stantial right of tlie condemned infringed 
at the trial; that newly-discovered evi­ 
dence has cast doubt upon the guilt of the 
defendant; that the circumstances of con­ 
viction were such as to raise a serious 
doubt as to whether or not the defendant 
was guilty as charged, and such doubts 
ought to be certified by the trial Court 
Beyond this, there are remarkably few 
cases in which the Executive ought to step 
between the law and the hangman. The 
less Governors interfere with the law’s 
course the better for society. 


THE TEACHERS’ GATHERING. 
The gathering at Ban Francisco of the 
members of the National Education Asso­ 
ciation has been a complete success. In 
fact, there has been no large laxly of peo­ 
ple liroughi together in this State from 
abroad that has represented so much of 
cultivated intelligenceor been more brainy. 
It is impossible to read the reports of the 
addresses, reports, papers and debates, 
without being deeply impressed with the 
high character of thought that pervades 
them all. There are some ideas advanced, 
it is true, that are worn and have been 
proven indefensible; hut the great mass of 
thought is of the advanced type, and is 
valuable for its vigor, freshness and the 
strength of the manner of its presentation. 
That educational science is advancing 
abreast with all research, discovery and 
ideas is indisputable, and no better evi­ 
dence of it is to be advanced than that 
now presented at San Francisco in the de­ 
liberations of the teachers and in the ex- 
¡Hidtion made of the teaching results. 


The following ably-written communica­ 
tion from a correspondent at Folsom fur­ 
nishes food for thought upon some very 
impor.ant subjects : 
E ds. R ecord- Union : N'o one can read 
the masterly report of State I’risou Director 
Luttrell, published in the R ecobd-U xion 
of the 16th instant, without being suffused 
with the glow of enthusiasm which the 
writer must have felt while preparing it. 
Mi. LuitreU's enumeration of tlie advant­ 
ages to accrue from the construction of the 
canal are by no means overestimated, and 
lie reads its future with the previsión of 
inspiration. Engineering teats of thp kind 
contemplated by the Folsom Water-Power 
Company give California better advertise­ 
ment, and do mure to attract capital hi.her. 
than any other form ot enterprise it is pos 
sible to name. Temples may be over­ 
thrown and colosseums tumble into dust, 
but canals and aqueducts are among the 
most imperishable monuments of industry 
which it is witliiu the power of man to 
erect. To this day the aqueducts of the 
Homans are the best preserved of the vari­ 
ous momentos left behind by that ancient 
people. Canals and aqueducts have this 
special claim to recommend them—that, 
being practically indestructible, successive 
generations of mankind reap as much or 
more benefit from their utility as the peo­ 
ple who exhumed them themselves. Archi­ 
tecture may decline and its masterpieces be 
eroded by time, but artificial waterways 
constitute the most useful and durable of 
legacies by which a grateful posterity may 
remember its benefactors. 
TEXTILE INDUSTRIES. 
As yet the textile industries of California 
amount to very little. There is a mill here 
and there, but practically the output of our 
domestic looms is inappreciable, and for 
supplies of cloths and carpets we are largely 
dependent on the importations from for­ 
eign countries. The very isolation of the 
few fuctories we have, points to the conclu­ 
sion that on this Pacific coast there is no 
recognized home of the industry, such as 
Lowell in Massachusetts and Bradford in 
England. The textile industry differs from 
all others in this: that it must have a local 
habitation where the principal factories 
composing it are united by easy distance, 
and where marriage among the operatives 
of the adjacent mills produces a generation 
inheriting all the acquired skill and deft­ 
ness of their parents. These remarks ap 
ply with almost equal force to the paper in 
dustry, which in its higher branches tecks 
co),))iany, a truth illustrated by the fact that 
three parts of all the paper manufactured 
by Great Britain comes from the score or so 
of factories which line the Medway. For 
these the Kentish stream is literally a 
nourishing mother, the constancy ot whose 
current is the milk of their existence. 
There is no reason why these twin indus­ 
tries should not be mude, to flourish on the 
banks of the American river with all the 
success which has attended their introduc­ 
tion into older countries. Where constancy 
of pressure is a desideratum, as in the case 
of paper-making, water has advantages ever 
steam. The force which the latter exerts 
is in variable quantity, a fatal objection to 
its application where the turning of highly 
sensitive and delicate machinery is con­ 
cerned. Manufactures in California, which 
at present are almost stifled in their growth 
by Eastern and foreign competition, would 
by the completion of the canal be stimu­ 
lated into new life, and the novel spectacle 
would be afforded of the shuttle competing 
with the scythe for the honor of making 
this State the richest in the Union. 
THE LOCAL AND IMMEDIATE KKNEKITS 
To be reaped from the completion of the 
canal are even more patent than the re­ 
mote advantages which we have been 
citing. 
By its aid, the prison could 
be made autonomous and sell supporting, 
to an extent approached by no other peni­ 
tentiary in the United States. As the rec­ 
ollection ol pioneer days grows fainter, and 
tlie prosperity of the State more assured, 
the substitution of stone edifices for tempo­ 
rary ones of brick and stucco, will be 
among the first wants of the community 
which it will be within the jiower of the 
prison to satisfy with an inexhaustible 
supply of granite, and with appropriate 
means to work the same; from the quarry 
of Folsoin could be hewn the blocks for 
the most princely Federal building this 
side of Chicago. That a structure of this 
kind is wanted is apparent to all, and if 
Sacramento should be determined on as its 
site, then it is reasonable to assume that 
the proximity of the Folsom quarries will 
recommend them as being the appropri­ 
ate basis of supply. 
The crying need for the erection of a 
State reformatory for boys has found ex­ 
pression in every journal published in this 
S::tte, which has the interests of the juvenile 
community at heart. Cities are wholly un­ 
suitable for institutions of this kind, which 
in the country enjoy fresh air and condi­ 
tions it is impossible tosecure in the towns. 
At present there is nothing of the nature 
of a juvenile reformatory in the State, un­ 
less we include the Industrial School, 
owned and controlled by the county of San 
Francisco. That the latter is not reforma­ 
tory at all. but on the contrary a mere forc­ 
ing-house tor criminals, is well known to 
the urban police and magistracy, and is 
thus reflected on by Mr. Wines in the April 
number of the International Record: " 1 
was disgusted with the institution, which 
does not appear to possess a single feature 
that ought to attach to it, except that some 
of the boys have been organized into a 
brass band. The title of the establishment 
is a misnomer, and anything more dreary 
and forlorn than the life of the boys here 
can scarcely be imagined." Even if the 
Industrial School at San Francisco was 
properly conducted, 
THE WANT OF A STATE INSTITUTE 
Of this kind, but run very differently, 
would still be experienced. The prison 
domain offers a suitable site for the erection 
of a Boys’ Home of such proportions that it 
will afford asylum for all the destitute boys 
of the State who may be committed to it. 
The material for its erection lies close at 
hand in the Folsom quarry; the labor for 
the same could be furnished by convicts, 
aud no Legislature which had the salvation 
of our youth at heart would grudge the 
making of an appropriation sufficient to 
cover tue cost of turnishing it. The latter’s 
proximity to the State Penitentiary would 
not in any way militate against the site, the 
inmates of both institutions being as prac­ 
tically isolated as if they were hundreds of 
miles apart. 
Irrigated by means of the canal, the land 
adjacent to the projected reformatory could 
be brought under a very high state of cul­ 
ture and the boys trained in husbandry 
and those peaceful arts the acquaintance 
with which makes honest men and valued 
citizens. 
A form of wealth exists at the prison 
the value of which is liable to none of 
those fluctuations which affect artificial 
merchandise or even raw products like jute 
and cotton. Stone has always a value, 
which increases with the community's 
growth, and which is never in bad taste or 
out of fashion. The dressing of it incul­ 
cates lessons of thoroughness and persever­ 
ance as the preparation of no other material 
does, and the man who is taught the trade 
in prison will be in no hurry to steal when 
he can earn $4 a day by the lawful exercise 
of his cralt outside. 
In conclusion, the best interests of the 
State demand the speedy completion of the 
canal and the utilization of all the wealth 
which, whether hidden in the bowels of 
hills or exposed on their slopes, form the 
natural dowry of Folsom.

REAL ESTATE AGENTS. 
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Th« Chinene in the United Status. 
Thos. E. Hill writes as follows in the 
July issue of the National Uuilder, the 
result of a recent trip through California: 
The Chinaman is an ever present factor 
in all portions of California. We began, 
during a first visit to the State, seven 
years ago, to investigate his condition with 
feelings of pity. Since then our opinions 
have changed materially. To admit the 
Celestials without restraint would he to 
drive out the whites of the I’acific Coast. 
In their own country the laboring classes 
earn each but a few pennies per dav. The 
wages paid here would attract hundreds of 
thousands if they were free to come. 
Once in the country, the Chinaman can 
underbid for work any white man living 
and make money then. He asks for none 
of the accessories of civilized life. He 
will sleep in any place where he can have 
shelter; will live on $20 a year for cloth­ 
ing and $50 for food. 
At these figures lie can work for thirty 
cents a day and make money. Take the 
bars down and give free ingress for the 
Chinaman into the United States and the 
rate of pay for our laboring classes will be 
fifty- cents per day in a brief time, and 
even then the Chinaman will cut under 
and do the work, compelling the white 
laborer to don a blue shirt, live on rice and 
sleep like a savage, or go to the wall. 
The Celestial is simply a servile imi­ 
tator, without a particle of originating 
genius. His distinctive peculiarities of 
mind and habit are the result of certain 
teachings of Confucius, over two thousand 
years ago. He taught that the noblest 
attribute of mind was obedience and imi­ 
tation of the methods and habits of those 
in elevated positions. He further taught 
that filial love and desire to rest after 
death beside kindred was a most noble 
quality, essential to eternal happiness. 
The effect of that teaching has filtered 
down through twenty centuries, during 
which time the Chinaman has worn his 
blouse on the outside of his pantaloons, 
had his head shaved, preserved his queue, 
and gone home to die as his forefathers 
have done for thousands of years. These 
habits tuake the Chinaman of hut little 
worth as a citizen. His notion of archi­ 
tecture and building are of thejimcraek 
order. He originates nothing. He has 
nothing new to offer by way of suggestion 
or idea. He patronizes no new fashion. 
He simply works for money to go home to 
his kindred with, where he expects to die. 
He is a sponge, absorbing all he can lay 
his hands on, with which lie will return 
when opportunity offers to his native 
land.

There is no subject upon which so many 
questions are asked in this city to-day as 
that of the electric railway which is in 
course of construction. 
Nearly four miles 
of track has already been laid and it will 
be but a short time before a one track iine 
is completed from the depot to Oak Park. 
Track laying was commenced ©n J street a 
little over a week ago and the rails are 
down from Third street nearly to Tenth. 
Some people have expressed surprise that 
but one turnout has been put in along the 
whole line, but this was explained yester­ 
day by L. L. Lewis. President of the Elec­ 
tric Railway Company, by saying that it 
was the intention to have a double track on 
J street, and no switches would be netded 
there. He did not wish to put in the turn­ 
outs on the other streets until the first car 
arrives, so that it can be run over the line 
and the exact places determined where the 
switches ought to be placed to operate the 
road with precision. All the switches are 
here and can be put in place in short order 
when the proper tim e comes. 
Mr. Lewis says that he is not now rush­ 
ing the work as much as he could do, be­ 
cause the weather is so warm that the men 
cannot do full work, and there is no neces­ 
sity for it, since it is impossible to get the 
cats made fast enough. Ttiat the road is 
to be speedily completed, however, and 
that it will be a perfect success, he says no 
one need have any doubt. He showed the 
R ecobp-U n io .n reporter a letter just re­ 
ceived front Win. W harton, Jr., President 
of the Electric Car Company of America, 
which makes more stieet cars than any 
company in the world, in which the fol­ 
lowing occurred : 
“ The eight-wheel car has been running 
fur about a week with great success, and 
carrying often very heavy loads—up to IGo 
people on the car at a time.” 
Tlie car referred to is exactly like the 
cars being constructed for the road in this 
city. Mr. Lewis also had a letter from 
Win. H. Armstrong. President of the com­ 
pany that has the right to construct the 
cars on the Pacific coast. That gentleman 
wrote that since he had seen the operation 
of the cars in Philadelphia he had made up 
his mind to start at once for San Francisco 
arid commence the erection of a large 
building for the manufacture of these cars. 
He left Philadelphia on Monday last tor 
that purpose. 


SUCCESS IN PHILAD ELPH IA . 
The following clippings from the Phila­ 
delphia papers of the 13th instant give 
some description of the cars (which are the 
same as those to be used here), and their 
successful operation there. The Enquirer 
of that date says : 
A trial trip of car No. tí, of the Electric Car 
Company of America, tvas m ade yesterday over 
the Lombard and South Street Railway, leaving 
the depot at 1:15 p. «., and consum ing thirtj^ 
seven m inutes in m aking the trip from the depot 
at Twenty-fifth and South streets back to the 
point of starting. 
The car is 22 teet long, elegantlv upnolstered, 
and lighted with incandescent lamps. It is pro­ 
pelled by two Reckenzaun electric motors of 
eight-horse power each, capable if need he to 
work at fiften-liorse power. The ear can l>e run 
a distance of sixty-three m iles with but one 
change of the storage cells, one hundred of 
which are placed tinder the seats of the cars, 
but in daily service it is better uot to exact more 
tiiau forty miles, u liile the best way is to m ake 
a change of cells, w hich can be accomplished 
in tw o minutes, three tim es a day. 
The m otor is w hat is known as a screw motion 
working into cog-wheels, which turnsthe wheels 
and moves the ear. 
The w eight of all the elec­ 
trical apparatus and m achinery is 5,800 pounds 
and that of the e ir a,200 pounds, a total of 
15,000 pounds. A speed of tw enty m iles an hour 
is possible, but the car will give the most efficient 
service at about eight miles an hour. A iilty- 
candle-power incandescent light, the ravs óf 
which are intensified by a reflector, is iu posi­ 
tion asa headlight. The brake,w hich isa pow er­ 
ful and efficient one, operates on ull eight w heels 
of the car. ut once speedily cheeking its motion 
In the event of an accident to the brake, there 
is an electrical arrangem ent by w hich the car 
can he brought to an almost instant standstill. 
The electrical gong, which sounds a w arning 
the throwing off of the brake and the m anipu­ 
lation ot the sand-box. are all worked by the 
pressure of the foot of the driver upon different 
levers, w hich are w ithin easy reach on the plat­ 
form, tints doing away with the necessity ot his 
taking his eyes from off the road in trontof him. 
The cells in which the electric current is stored 
are of the type known as “2 ti C," of the Electri­ 
cal Accum ulator Company's m ake. 
The Philadelphia Press of the same date 
says: 
W hat is in prospect for the northern part of 
the town in an electrical wav is almost assured 
for the southern part. The Lombard and South 
streets branch of the People's line has been 
runuing for some tim e in regular trips upon it? 
line a large sized eight-wheeled stora, c battery 
car ot the Electric Car Company of America 
The President of the street rail w ar, Thomas C. 
Rarr, conside rs the experim ent worth prolong­ 
ing two or three m onths. “Our experience so 
far." said Mr. Karr, "him dem onstrated conclu­ 
sively that the car is a m echanical and elec­ 
trical success, but w hat we are after, and. in 
fact, what all street car companies are utter, is 
that the electrical car should prove a final.rial 
success.” 
The car has been running since last Saturday, 
but a special trip was made yesterday after­ 
noon, a num ber of invited guests being on 
Doard. Among them were 
W. Wartou. Jr.. 
Abraham Barker and U. H. Condict, of the 
Electrical Company; Ihom as C. Rarr, E. II. 
Moore, W. II. Shelm erdine. Joseph Samuels. K. 
I). Murphy, and J. II. Fresh, of the Street f a r 
Company. 
The car started out ol the depot at Twenty- 
fifth and South streets a little after 1 o’clock 
It 
is a very large car, weighing seven tons, while 
the ordinary car ol the road only weighs two 
tons. The electrical apparatus, hearings and 
other m echanism weigh about 5.800 pounds. 
The eur is elegantly furnished, and is lighted 
w ith Incandescent lights of exceeding wuite 
ne s The head light of the ear is a forty-candle 
incandescent light. All the dynam o motor is 
hidden under tira floor of the ear. The power 
is supplied to the motors from 12) Electric A", 
cum ulator Company’s ttorngc batteries. wh:o 1 
are concealed beneath the car seats, 
i he speed 
Can be regulated at will, but twenty miles an 
hour can be attained if necessary. The car 
will run sixty-nine miles, or almost a w hole 
day, 111 the I. m bard and South-street line w ith­ 
out change of batteries, but in practice it is the 
intention to change the batteries three times a 
day. 
it is said it costsSlito ru n a street enreighteen 
hours, tlie m otive power, the horse, costing 
nearly S t. The electric car will only cost a little 
over 82, st is claim ed by its advocates, and will 
thus be cheaper. The car is of the same type 
run some tim e ago on the Spruce and Pine- 
streets Railway, but m uch larger. 
On the first trip yesterday the car m ade the 
trip in thirty seven m inutes to Front street and 
back. It runs very smoothlv and easilv and 
starts without the slightest jerk. 
As it bowled 
along, sounding its m usical gong, it was a 
source of m uch wonderm ent to the natives of 
Iximbard street. 
As it passed Ninth street the 
engineer sounded a derisive rat-a-tat at the c a ­ 
ble car. 
“ Yes," rem arked an enthusiastic passenger, 
“this begius where the cable leaves off. 
Von 
can run either forwa d or backward, and col- 
lisious are easily avoided." The car obeys the 
slightest wish of its engiueer and there is 110 
jolting or jarring. '1 he gong is rung by an 
electrical knob managed by the foot, leaving 
the hands of the engineer free. "W e will in­ 
troduce the cars 011 our road." said Mr. F air on 
the returu to the depot, “ ju-t as soon as we 
ascertaiu the cost of the m otor." 
A second 
trip was made later in the afternoon aud eighty 
passengers were carried w ith comfort in the car. 
The ttbove quotations are sufficient to 
show that the electric railway system which 
is about to be introduced here is a success 
upon actual trial and ought to end all 
doubt 011 the subject. The gentlemen who 
have had the courage to invest their money 
in the enterprise, and push the work with 
the vigor they have, ar? entitled to and 
will receive unlimited commendation from 
the people of this city. 
That they are our 
own ci:iz“ns and are doing their utmost to 
develop the city ami add to its attractive­ 
ness?, should entitle them to even more 
consideration than would be accorded to 
strangers who may invest their money in 
a city with a view solely to the profits to 
accrue therefrom. 
Messrs. Lewis, Alsip 
and the other gentlemen connected with 
the Electric Railway Company are doing a 
good work, and should receive the en­ 
couragement of every public-spirited per­ 
son in the city.

CRITICISING THE MINISTER, 


It way l>e wise to state at the very out­ 
set that this article does not “ wean any­ 
body." is not aimed at any one parish, 
but is rather the fruit of many year’s ob­ 
servation of the ways of parishes with 
their ministers—-ways by no weans |>ei’u- 
linr to one denomination. 
When the minister is first settled, every­ 
thing was 
heavenly”—too heavenly to 
last. Wherever two or three of the parish 
meet together, felicitations are exchanged 
upon their good fortune, and the new 
minister’s praises are loudly chanted. 
The new minister introduces some in­ 
novations in the service, the parish work, 
etc., whose novelty pleases ; and every one 
seconds all his ideas with enthusiasm. 
Let not the minister, however, deceive 
himself by dreaming that this ideal state 
of things will last. 
His trial hour has not 
yet come. Eut it will. Generally, in the 
second or third year of his pastorate, the 
reaction sets in. The novelty has worn 
oil’; and his people, having become ac­ 
customed to his special gifts and graces, 
accept then, as a matter of course. The 
wave of enthusiasm has subsided: and a 
cold wave of criticism sets in, -welling as 
it rolls. 
The time is always to be dreaded when, 
at the sewing society, Mrs. Brown first 
ventures to remark that Mrs. Robinson 
told her that Mrs. Colonel Smith said she 
thinks Mr. Blank’s sermons are too long 
and dry, or that his gestures are so awk­ 
ward, or what not. 
It seems a little 
thing; hut it is the beginning of the end, 
the 


■' Little rifl w ith in the lute, 
That by and by w ill m ake the m usic m ute.” 
Mrs. Brown's remark invariably calls 
forth corroborative testimony from other 
ladies, who do not wish to appear deiieient 
in critical acumen. Each adds her little 
drop of depreciation to help make the 
“ mighty ocean’’ 
which will, perhaps, 
eventually sweep the minister from the 
pulpit. 
The wife goes home and enter­ 
tains her husband with the comments oi 
the sewing circle or the gossip she had 
picked up in a round of calls. And the 
next day, in store or hank or wherever 
male gossips most do congregate, the hus­ 
band says: 
“ People don’t seem to like Mr. Blank as 
well as they did at first. 
My wife says,” 
etc., etc. 
Then each of the male gossitis pluck a 
feather or two from the plumage of tbc 
minister’s once admired virtues, until he is, 
so far as character goes, literally picked to 
pieces. 
People now go to church in a critical 
mood instead of an admiring one, which 
makes a deal of difference how a sermon 
sounds to one. 
11 is so much easier to crit 
icise a sermon than to write one! More 
often, however, it is not the minister's ser­ 
mons which give dissatisfaction. 
1 have 
seen—every one has—able men of excellent 
character criticised out of their pulpits for 
the most trivial nothings. 
It might he 
some insignificant personal eccentricity, 
some peculiarity of dress or hearing or 
manner. It might he becau.-e he was con­ 
sidered to slight his sermons, and spend too 
much time running about the parish call­ 
ing, or in working in outside charities and 
town matters. Gr it might he because he 
spent too much time in his study, writing 
indeed most admirable sermons, but “ it is 
three months since he has called on Mrs. 
J ones.” 
A wise old physician of my acquaint­ 
ance, used to say that nothing usnred :i 
young doctor’s success so certainly as “ a 
good how d’ye do.” This is pre-eminently 
true of the minister, 
lie may i ¿seas all 
the virtues, he a 8-t. Francis and a St. Au­ 
gustine blended in one ; hut, if h • has not 
a “ good how d’ye do,” woe unto him ! 
If, 
however, he has the social graces in a 
marked degree, when the wave of criti­ 
cism sets in, the parish will loo! 'skance 
upon his suavity and wonder if h ,s quite 
sincere. 
Whatever the special ground of com­ 
plaint. the period of criticism is certain to 
come, and the minister may as well he 
mentally prepared to undergo it. 
If, how­ 
ever, he he a good man and true, “ let 
nothing him dismay.” I.et him go straight 
on, doing his duty conscientiously as God 
gives him to see it, and ten to one he will 
come out like Christian of “ Pilgrim's 
Progress,” when he espied “ two lions” in 
the narrow way he needs must go. And, 
the period of criticism once out-weathered, 
the minister may consider himself well 
settled in the saddle for a long trip. 
Two or three things it would lie well for 
us of the parish to remember. First, be­ 
cause we pay the minister a small sum for 
services faithfully rendered, we do not own 
him. 
lie i- not a teetotum to he spun at 
our pleasure. 
He is an independent saul, 
accountable not to the parish, hut to God 
alone, for his opinions and the conscienti­ 
ous u<e of his powers. 
If the minister’s 
idea of his duty and his people’s are so 
radically opposed to each other that com­ 
promise is impossible, then there is but one 
remedy. 
Let them “ part in peace,” in 
mutual dignity and selt-respeet. 
Secondly, we must remember that the 
minister is human—indeed makes no pre­ 
tensions of being otherwise. 
First-class 
angels are almost as rare in the pulpit as 
in the pews. The secret of his power lies 
in the very fact that he speaks to us from 
the level of our common humanity. 
Be­ 
ing human, he will necessarily have im­ 
perfections. 
But do not let us look at him 
through a microscope, exaggerating each 
little roughness into a mountain. Let ns 
stand far enough ofi’ for the proper per­ 
spective, take the large view, and get the 
“ all-together” of him. 
If, on the whole, 
seen thus, we find him to be earnest, sin­ 
cere, faithful to the best he knows, doing 
his duty as in God’s sight, do not let us 
block his way with our petty criticisms. 
Let us accept him “ for better, for worse,” 
just as iie is. 
It there he some points we 
wish were different, let us remember it is 
often wiser to “ bear those ills we have” 
than “ fly to others that we know not of.” 
Instead of standing coldly off’ and criticis­ 
ing him, take hold and help him. 
Beware always of the first beginning of 
criticism. 
Don’t begin it yourself, and, if 
some one else does stifle your natural hu­ 
man impulse to hear and to tell some new 
thing, stamp it out then and there, as you 
would a little fire on the edge of a sun- 
dried prairie. 
If a minister really has faults that it 
seems to you may seriously impair his use­ 
fulness, then it is for you to have the 
courage of your convictions, and tell him 
of them between him and you alone. Tell 
him and no one else. 
It may be giving 
him “ the faithful wound of a friend,” 
hut better this than the secret stab in the 
hack, the whispering it all about the pa­ 
rish in confidence. 
How often, when 


*' II sannas languish on our t ngues. 
And our devotion dies,’’ 
when we seem wholly given over to the 
world and the flesh’ (if not the third 
member of that noted copartaership), a 
word from the minister has awakened the 
higher nature, that was not dead, onlv 
sleeping, and lent our lives again the de­ 
light and in.-piration of the consecrated 
aim. the upward look! Can we not re­ 
member single sermons, possibly a single 
sentence of a sermon, from which we 
date a new life impulse? When the waves 
and the billows of unbearable sorrow have 
gone over us, and we lie prone and hope- 
le>s. often it is the Christian consolation 
brought us by the minister that first give 
u> strength to take up the burdeu of living 
again. He christens our little ones, speaks 
the word that makes our child not ours 
any more, hut another's, and stands with 
us hv the open grave of our dead. His 
ready sympathy is always ours in our dear- 


est joys, our heaviest sorrows. 
Probably 1 
we shall never realize what we owe to his 
influence until we reach that other world 
where the minister, too. will first know all 
the good he has done. 
A peculiar tender­ 
ness and consideration would seem natu­ 
rally to mark relations at once so intimate 
and so solemn; at all events, a great breadth 
of the charity that “ sullereth long and is 
kind,” that “ thinketh 
no evil,” that 
“ bearethall things, believeth all things, 
hopetli all things, endureth all things.”

IMPURE ICE. 


P o n d I c e Is L iaG le to C o n ta in D ise a se 
G e r m s. 
The danger of an impure lee supply has 
been the subject of a very thorough inves­ 
tigation by the Massachusetts State Board 
of Health, which attributes many cases of 
typhoid fever occurring in cities in au­ 
tumn, to had water and the results ol had 
drainage or none at all, in the summer re­ 
sorts. The board, therefore, urges upon 
people who are considering tire question 
where to spend the -unimer, the ini[>ort- 
anee of selecting places which have proper 
drainage and pure water supply. In places 
where ponds are made for the purpose of 
collecting water for a supply of ice, it is 
almost certain to he contaminated with 
sewage, as freezing does not kill hut only 
conceals bacteria. A most mysterious case 
of wholesale poisouing at a summer hotel 
was finally traced to the impure ice which 
had been secured from neighboring shallow 
ponds. Upon analysis the melted ice was 
found to contain, in suspension, a large 
quantity of decomposed vegetable matter. 
The organic matter mostly settled at the 
bottom of the vessel, but the lighter matter 
remained diffused through the water. The 
pond, the source of supply, was examined 
and found stagnant, and at one end a pu­ 
trescent mass omitted an intolerably offen­ 
sive odor. 
It was reasonably supposed 
that the ice was the cause of the sickness, 
and upon its disuse the epidemic abated. 
Professor Raphael Pumpellv, who made 
investigations for the National Board of 
Health, has no doubt that ice can carry 
any disease that the water from which it 
Ls frozen, can convey, and that there is 
even more danger from the ice than there 
i» from the water itself, since sewage is 
more easily decomposed in summer than 
in winter. 
While in cities the greater 
part of the ice received is pure, in towns 
where the supply is taken from shallow 
ponds, both the water and the ice may he 
a source of danger.—American Analyst. 


C a lifo r n ia R a isin g A h e a d . 
“We handle exclusively American fruit,” 
recently said a large dealer to a Mail and 
Ex prese reporter. 
“ You don’t mean to say that these rais­ 
ins are a product of native industry?” 
“ Yes, sir, I do. They come from the 
West. The California raisin industry is 
growing into greater prominence every 
year. The Muscat grape is generally used 
for making raisins. 
When the grapes are 
sufficiently ripened Chinamen go into the 
vineyard with wooden trays five feet 
square and three inches deep, cut off' the 
branches and lay them in the trays, being 
careful that the grapes do not lie u[>on 
each other. The travs arc then laid in 
the sun and left there. Ten days later the 
Chinamen go into the vineyard again, 
each one with an empty tray. They find 
the exposed side of the grapes cured, and 
of a rich purplish color. The empty trays 
are now laid bottom up on the filled ones 
and they are turned over together, so that 
the uncured side is exposed in the new 
trays. They are left thus in the sun for 
another ten days, and are then taken to 
the cool ng house, where they are kept 
for about two weeks. They’ are then 
packed in boxes for the market in what is 
known as the ‘ London layer* style. There 
are no better raisins in the worid ; indeed 
there are few that equal them. The pro­ 
duction last year was S00,000 boxes. 
In 
1ST!! it was only 0,000. 
This year it is ex­ 
pected the figures will reach nearly one 
million.” 


W o rk W it'u G ra p es. 
Grapes should he most thoroughly cul­ 
tivated this month, carefully suckered and 
pruned and sulphured. There are two 
methods of sulphuring advocated. One is 
to dust the sulphur into the leaves when 
they are wet with dew. The other is to 
dust the sulphur into the ground underthe 
vine on the windward side, so that the ris­ 
ing fumes caused by the heat of the sun 
will rise through the vine, permeating all 
parts of it. As sulphur is cheap, and there 
is no danger of using too much, both meth­ 
ods might safely* be adopted. Sift a little 
over the vines and a little under. This 
would make a sure tiling of it. Where 
there is any danger from mildew we would 
recommend two or three times during the 
season, sat in May*, June and July. 
My 
motto for summer pruning is little and 
often. 
Never shock the vine by cutting 
off too much of the leaves, which are the 
lungs of the plant. 
When the vines have 
attained a few leaves beyond the last bunch 
of grapes, go through with a sharp sickle 
or butcher knife ami clip the ends of the 
vines. This will deflect the flow of the 
sap into the fruit arteries. 
When the lat­ 
erals have attained n few feet in length 
treat them in the same way. Go through 
your vineyard several times during the 
season, clipping the ends of the vines.— 
Rural Californian. 


A n K x p e it o n W in ed . 
“ Does wine get seasick?” asked a re­ 
porter of a champagne expert. 
“ Certainly it does,” he answered, “ and 
it does not recover from it until it has laid 
a month undisturbed in a cellar where the 
temperature does not vary. 
In warm 
weather it requires longer rest. This is 
why our firm imports as little as possible 
during the summer months. Frost is also 
a great enemy of pure champagne, and it 
is dangerous to import it during very cold 
weather. 
When touched by frost wine be­ 
comes flaky, and it often takes months for 
it to recover. The facilities for protecting 
wine from frost while in transit from Reims 
to the seaboard are very poor, even if the 
wine was not affected by the voyage. 
Clarets and Burgundies should rest a 
month to recover from the effects of a sea 
voyage. 
Rhine wine cannot he imported 
at all in summer except in glass, and even 
then it needs rest. Englishmen imagine 
that champagne is not lit to drink until it 
becomes mellow with age and has lost its 
sparkle. This is an absurd idea. 
In this 
condition it is really a kind of Chahlis. 
Clarets, with rare exceptions, are unfit to 
drink after becoming ten years old.”— New 
1 orh Evening Sun. 


N o D r u g to Cur© In so m n ia . 
Í have recently met with several cases of 
insomnia due to over-taxation of the 
American nervous system, and have been 
requested to prescribe some drug that 
should he effective to produce sleep and he 
at the same time harmless. No such drug 
exists. 
There is not one medicine capable of 
quieting to sleep voluntary life that has 
been working ten hours at high pressure, 
except that it he more or lass poisonous. 
Consumption of chloral, bromine in some 
form, or opium, has increased in this 
country to an incredible extent, is still 
growing, and a large numlier of Americans 
go to bed every night more or less under 
the influence of poison. 
Sleep thus ob­ 
tained is not restful nor restorative, and 
nature sternly exact her penalties for 
violated law, more severe in these cases 
than in most others. 
Digestion suffers first—one is rarely hun­ 
gry for breakfast, and loss of morning 
appetite is a certain sign of ill health. 
Increasing nervousness follows until days 
liecorae burdens and jxiisoned nights the 
only comfortable parts of life.—Dr. Wm. 
E. Hutchinson.

Do not he afraid of rich soil for grape 
vines. They are gross feeders, and we 
have found that a liberal top-dressing of 
well-rotted chip dirt, on naturally strong, 
rich prairie soil, has grown our finest crop 
of grapes. Grape vines are especially fond 
of animal refuse. 
If hones, heads, or other 
butchers’ offal, are buried two, three or 
four feet from a vine, which has been 
planted two or more years, and is in good 
condition, the roots will soon take posses­ 
sion. 
We have always put this advice in 
practice by burying all small animals 
which die (and of which, farmers have 
more or less every year), in our vineyard, 
and our neighbors have always expressed 
surprise at the luxuriant growth of our 
vines, and crops of fruit.—Cor. Prairie 
Farmer.

If a btliever is commanded by the 
spirits to do some act of violence—to “ re­ 
move,” as Guiteau expressed it, certain 
persons he believes obnoxious; to commit 
some unjust action; or if he is so weak- 
minded as to become the pray of designing 
]>ersons—then his mental state is certainly 
one requiring attention. 
The tolerance 
of the Courts in regard to popular delu­ 
sions is, however, to say the least, remark­ 
able. 
Some years ago a well-to-do French­ 
man named Bonnard died in the city of 
New York.

Immediately after the adjournment of 
tlie First Ward caucus, in the Police Court­ 
room, another meeting was held in the 
same ward at the Court-house.

F. F. Tebbets as Chairman, and C. W. 
Greenlaw as Secretary. Several short ad­ 
dresses were made by Republicans, who 
claimed that a man who would not pro­ 
claim himself in favor of a free ballot, a 
square count, fair representation and 
against nefarious, unscrupulous and dis­ 
honest bossism should not be recognized as 
a Republican. “ We come together to­

H. Vi eiuattjek. who liad come in late and 
who did in.it know what committee had 
been appointed, utor listening to the re­ 
marks made by Mr. Ryan, said that he 
should vote on iris side, because he believed 
it was the fairest way. 
Mr. Mace and Mr. McMahon both made 
speeches in favor of a fair and full ballot, 
and said they would not vote for any slate 
ticket. 
Messrs. Comstock, Parker and Covall 
spoke in favor of adopting the report of 
the committee. 
Mr. Rvan said it had been reported on 
the outside that a slate had hemi put up, 
and he appealed to the meeting to vote for 
delegates in an open meeting. The ticket 
named in the report he knew would not 
give satisfaction. 
Mr. Jones said that, as a general proposi­ 
tion, the method proposed by Mr. Ryan 
would be the fairest, but bow would it be 
if a certain party came to the meeting with 
printed tickets, us he had seen done in the 
Fourth Ward? 
The question was then put, and, as the 
Chair was unable to decide, it was ordered 
that each man walk up to the Secretary’s 
desk and give his name as he east his vote. 
The result of the vote was 35 in favor of 
the adoption of the report, and 20 against it. 
The report was declared adopted, and the 
meeting adjourned. 
The meeting was a very lively one, and 
at one time a persona! collision was im­ 
minent.

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FURTHER EXPRESSION'S OF RE­ 
PUBLICAN’S. 


A trest A ll Illegal V oters T o d a y . 
The primary of to-day lias been called 
under the Porter primary law, making the 
balloting as sacred as at a city election. 
The Republican City Central Committee of 
twenty-six, which set on foot the splendid 
work for the arrest andjjpunishment of ille­ 
gal vo’ers at last spring’s election, is again 
to the front in this wholesome enterprise, 
and offer a reward, of not to exceed $100, 
for each arrest and conviction of persons 
seeking to vote illegally at the primary to­ 
day. The trials aud convictions of im­ 
ported ballot-box siuffers which followed 
the spring election, it is believed has 
bad a salutary 
effect, and proba­ 
bly not a large number of roughs 
and ballot-box stuffers will be seen in the 
city to-day. If any appear, and are de­ 
tected, they will be arrested instanter, and 
no time nor expense will be spared to con­ 
vict them and send them to Folsom or San 
Quentin for the longest term permitted 
under the law. Several are undergoing 
sentences who sought to help “ run the 
machine” in March last, and if there are 
any who wish to join them behind State 
Prison bars, let them present themselves at 
the iallot-box to-day and attempt any 
fraudulent practice upon the elective fran­ 
chise. known to the law. 
It is known that voters have been colon­ 
ized at some points in the lower pottion of 
the city for the purpose of illegal voting. 
Let them take due notice and change their 
minds—as also the bosses who have con­ 
tracted with them to do this thing—for it 
is a dangerous piece of work just at this 
time. The people are extremely tired of 
this class of work, and are not longer to be 
trifled with. The sooner this is known and 
heeded the better, for not only those who 
commit the overt acts will meet with con­ 
dign punishment, but those also who pro­ 
cure and conspire with them to commit 
such crimes, and then seek to shelter them 
from the penalty of the law, by influencing 
exanining magistrates, and otherwise. 
In addition to the rewards offered by the 
Committee of Twenty-six for the arrest 
and conviction of illegal voters, a petition 
was last evening filed with the Sheriff' for 
the appointment of deputy sheriffs to be in 
attendance at the polls to-day. The Repub­ 
licans of the city may rest assured that if 
there is any “funny business” attempted 
about the ballot-boxes to-day. intended to 
prevent or interfere with a fair ballot and 
an honest count, it will receive prompt 
attention without time being lost in asking 
needless questions.

By the exercise of back-bone, sacrifice of 
time, and perhaps money, our county af­ 
fairs can he placed in ihe hands of men 
who will be true to its best interests. Re­ 
publicans should be on hand, and not only 
vote hut work at the primaries. It they 
don't like any of the tickets, scratch and 
insert names till they get a good one. We 
must not flatter ourseives that there is but 
one boss, but see to it that none of them 
control the party machinery. Some who 
are seeking place talk loud and long about 
the Presidential election and are afraid of 
bolters; they themselves only vote for such 
local officers as they bt iieve will best serve 
their personal interests. 
p. E. PLATT 
Was very sanguine of the success of the 
Republican ticket in November. 
lie 
thought there could be no question in the 
premises. The ticket was in every way a 
good one; the canvass was to be made a 
clean one: the issues were clearly before 
the people and it could hardly be denied 
that the protective policy of the Republi­ 
can party was the one and the only one 
that could be acceptable to the masses of 
the people. 
Speaking of local politics Mr. Platt ex­ 
pressed himself as decidedly in favor of a 
full representation being given to all the 
watds and precincts according to the only 
tests known, namely, the number of voles 
cast in the general elections. He did not 
approve of bolting tbe party lines for 
small caucuses, but was firm in tbe desire 
for honest methods, fair counts and proper 
representation. He thought if the citizens 
generally would attend and take part in the 
caucuses, very little cause would exist for 
dissatisfaction.

A CONKLIN. 
I firmly believe Harrison and Morton 
will carry ever State north of Mason and 
Dixon's line. As for this State, in ray 
opinion, it was a foregone conclusion within 
ten days after Harrison’s nomination, it 
is not reasonable to believe that the voters 
of California are ready to commit suicide 
this year, by supporting a party that is 
crippling every industry that they are try­ 
ing to build up. I do not see how a single 
Democrat of this State can support Cleve­ 
land this fall, except those holding posi­ 
tions, wherein he might use his civil serv­ 
ice reform. As for local politics the troubles 
are only skin deep. 
AUGUST HE1LBR0K. 
I think things look very favorable for 
Harrison and Morion. I do not believe 
that a large portion of the Democrats are 
going to vote against their own interests, as 
they will have to do if they vote for free 
trade. A man, after all, is very apt to look 
to his personal interests when he casts his 
ballot, and to vote it in the direction that 
will favor his interests. It is plain enough 
for everybody to see that take tbe tariff off 
from our products in this State, such as 
raisins, prunes, wines, etc, would be a 
great injury to our people in general. So 
I might mention wool and hides. At the 
present time hides are imported to such an 
extent, there being no duty upon them, 
that it hardly pays to take care of them 
and send them to market. Good hides 
now only bring from $2 to $2 50 apiece, and 
calf skins are worth only 25 cents. 
Now, when we have said this, the con­ 
sumer will notice that he gets no benefit 
whatever from the low price of the raw 
materials, for they have to pay just as 
much for shoes, harness, etc , as if sufficient 
duty was imposed upon them to reduce 
the amount of foreign imports. It is a 
general thing with butchers to expect to 
make enough 
out 
of 
the hides, 
tallow, etc., to pay for cost of slaughtering 
and marketing, hut at present prices for 
hides we have to increase the price of 
meats to make up for what we ought to 
make out of the hides, aud which we 
would were it not for the heavy importa­ 
tions. Thus it will be seen that the price of 
meat paid by the public is directly in­ 
creased by the damaging effect of free 
trade in hides. 
As to local political matters, I hope we 
wid have no recurrence of snch disg:aceful 
scenes as we have had at iale primaries. 
As a voter of the Fcurtli Ward. 1 think we 
are fully able to take care of ourselves 
without any interference from elsewhere, 
and the result of tbe last election demon­ 
strated tlmt fact. If our citizens would ail 
turu aside and attend the primaries there 
would be none of this trouble, and it is to 
be hoped that in future they will do so. 
o. W. KKI.EWINE. 
Harrison and Morton are sure winners, 
said G. W. Erlewine, of the Grangers' 
store. “ The Democracy asked to see tlie 
books; we turned them over. They have 
had them four years; they are satisfied 
with our style of book-keeping, at least 
they have found no fault with them, and 
we will just resume our old occupation of 
running this Government again, and will 
start in upon that mission with General 
Harrison at the head of affairs on the 4th 
of March next. Say, I have heard from 
Indiana. The lloosiers are going wild over 
Harrison's nomination, and that grand old 
State will wheel solidly into the Republican 
line in November. Speaking of Califor­ 
nia, I have yet to see one Republican wlio 
is going to vote for Cleveland; but hear 
of scores of Democrats who are going to 
vote for Harrisou. I see many farmers. 
They are an independent set of men, who 
read much, and as a class they are belter 
posted on the tariff question than any 
other. They are opposed to free trade be­ 
cause they know it means disaster and 
ruin. A Democratic politician tackled a 
rancher here the other day on frep trade, 
and the man who grows wheat and raises 
watermelons knocked out the free trade 
advocate in one round.

I was in Chicago wheu General Harrison 
was nominated. The Gresham and Blaine 
men and Californians were blue at first, for 
they expected a different result. But later 
by a few days I met tbe saíne gentlemen, 
and found they had fallen in, were at work 
for tbe ticket, and they admitted that it 
was the best thing to be done to select Gen­ 
eral Harrison. 
In New York, when I 
reached there, I found satisfaction with the 
ticket, and much earnest work for it.

Renewing th e Niagara Suspension Bridge . 
—A G reat W ork. 
The Niagara Falls railway suspension 
bridge carried successfully a heavy traffic 
for twenty-six years; it was then found 
that some repairs to the cable were re­ 
quired at the anchorage. These repairs 
were made, and the anchorage was sub­ 
stantially reinforced. At the same time 
it was found that the wooden suspended 
superstructure was in bad condition, and 
this was entirely removed aud replaced by 
a structure of iron, built and adjusted in 
such a manner as to secure the best possi­ 
ble results. For some time it had been 
noticed that the stone towers, which sup­ 
ported the great cables of the bridge, 
showed evidences of disintegration at the 
surface, and a careful engineering exam­ 
ination in 1885 showed that these towers 
were in a really dangerous condition. The 
reason for this was that tlie saddles over 
which the cables pass on the top of tlie 
towers had not the freedom of motion 
which was required for the action of the 
cables, caused hv differences of tempera­ 
ture and by passing loads. 
A most interesting and successful feat 
was accomplished in the substitution of 
iron towers for these stone towers, without 
interrupting the traffic across tlie bridge. 
! Tiiis has been accomplished very recently 
' by building a skeleton iron outside of tin­ 
stone tower, and transferring the cables 
from the stone to the iron tower by a most 
ingenious arrangement of hydraulic jacks. 
The stone towers were then removed. 
Thus, by the removal of its suspended 
structure and the replacing of its towers, 
the l.ridge has been given a new lease life, 
and is in excellent condition to-day. 
This Niagara railway sus]tension bridge 
has laten so long in successful operation 
that it is difficult now to appreciate the 
general disbelief in the possibility of its 
success as a railway bridge, when it was 
undertaken. 
It was projected and exe­ 
cuted by the late John A. Roehltng. Be­ 
fore it was finished, Robert ¡Stephen said 
to him, “If your bridge succeeds, mine 
(the Victoria tubular bridge at Montreal) 
is a magnificent blunder.” The Niagara 
bridge did succeed.—John Bogart, in Scrib­ 
ner's Magazine for July. 
Cork-Screw Xutiiic.s.

It is 9] miles long,

Its primary object will be the ready 
determination of the question of pattern 
and penetration of any particular gun 
loaded with any particular ammunition. 
There is a great deal of rule of thumb 
work in the loading and manipulation of 
gun charges, and it is with the object of 
gathering a mass of data that it has been 
thought advisable to establish this central 
gun-testing stand. It will lie a permanent 
fixture and the tests made will become 
standard, as they will be carried out with 
tlie some eare for detail as was followed in 
the trajectory tests of the flight of rifle 
bullets which were undertaken by the 
Forest and Stream some years ago. The 
results then reached have become recog­ 
nized as standard in stnall-arm work, and 
the gun tests as reported front tinte to 
time in its columns will be of the same 
reliable character.
